Is Wiped out from the country. What oppresses is not so much the 
seriousness of the attacks, especially when they are compared to out- 
rages committed upon our people in other lands. [t is the sense that 
Great Britain has parted with a noble tradition as valuable to the 
country as It was the treasure of the Jew in every quarter of the globe. 
That great tradition has been that whatever might happen elsewhere, 
wherever the Jew might be assailed, here in England, at all events, 
there was freedom for him from molestacion. And the sadness of the 
situation les in the knowledge that that comfort can no longer be 
drawn with the fulness and the assurance of days gone by. It is doubt- 
less this sentiment that has disposed some people, Jews as well as non- 
Jews, to view the riots as anything but an attack against Jews. 


In this they are, we believe, as mistaken as they are sincere. They 
cannot bring themselves to beheve that Britain is kneeling with the 
rest’ and that the Jew here as Jew is not perfectly safe in his hte and 
property, Whatever may come and whatever may happen. But we see 
no object in denying facts, and those in this case are too overwhelming 
for anyone reasonably to doubt that, whatever the reason, it was Jews 
as Jews who were singled out for attack in South Wales last week. 
Now that the mad fury is stilled, Jew and Gentile alike are naturally 
aghasteat the happenings in the Monmouth valleys. They are seeking 
to minimise their seriousness and to probe their cause. What was it 
that brought these crowds of roughs into the streets, and induced them 
to attack and loot the Jewish shops? What was it that set the torch 
of passions aflame in modern Wales? There is a_ disposition to 
attribute the whole of the untoward incidents to the prevalent anarchy 
aggravated by the abnormal summer heat. A spirit of lawlessness was 
abroad, it is pleaded, which had already shown itself in attacks upon 
private property in Llanelly, and assaults upon the Chinese at Cardiff, 
and it was too much to expect the dregs of Welsh society in other 


centres to ignore such an example. That it was plunder, and nothing. 


but plunder, which moved the miscreants, we are asked to believe, may 
be inferred from the fact that no Jews were personally maltreated, and 
that Christian as well as Jewish premises were sacked, 
THE fact, however, remains, that in the first outbreak at Tredegar 
the Jews were entirely in all cases chiefly singled 
Some Lessons. out for attack, andin all cases were the principal 
sufferers. That one fact alone demonstrates some 
specific feeling in relation to the Jewish inhabitants. It means, either 
that they were regarded as intruders, or that they were envied for their 
comparative prosperity ; or that they were disliked; or that they were 
instinctively looked upon as the most legitimate object of assault in 
times when such action ceased to be considered in too critical a vein. 
But whichever of these explanations we adopt, we are compelled to 
admit the existence, conscious or sub-conscious, of a sentiment hostile to 
Jews. Indeed, even if we consider the outbreak solely as the ebullition 
of a gang of ruffians, intoxicated with the prevalent unrest and with 
the lust for loot, we cannot pretend to feel very reassured. For it 
would mean that when a mob gets out of hand, and the bonds of 
restraint are broken, one of the first who may expect to feel the 
effects are the Jews. It would mean that, in a _ degree far 
greater than is the case with other portions of the population, 
any temporary weakening of the hands of authority spells dire danger 
to the Jewish population. Hitherto, we have declared that the 
menace exists only in certain foreign countries; that it was only 
in Russia, in Persia, in Morocco, that popular ferment meant Jewish 
misfortune, and that in Great Britain there was no special penchant on 
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the part of unruly mobs for Jew-baiting.. We now know, to our infinite 
sorrow, that this is not so. This is the most disquieting aspect of 
the recent riots. 
Indulgent eritics may argue that this does not necessarily mean 
the existence of anti-Semitism as it is preached and practised in other 
countries. But we fear that there little substance the 
differentiation. We are not anxious to exaggerate the gravity 
of recent events. We are not disposed to colour the whole country 
red, in imagination. We cordially recognise the public indignation and 
sorrow that have been expressed, especially in the district afttected, 
that such things should have happened. But, we should be foolish to 
ienore tacts, and to cry ~ peace, peace, when there is no peace. One 
moral, however, stand forth clearly from these deplorable 
incident’. It is that the security of Jews lies not in the exciting 
of popular feeling by political incendiarism, but in the pursuit of social 
and political tranquility. Jingoism, whether in the industrial or the 
diplomatic sphere, is the Jew’s arch-enemy. And those who rouse the 
mob to break the bounds are laving up a rich store of evil for our 
people. In a word, the Jew’s best inheritance 1s to-day as of yore 
Peace ; and this applies equally to the community internally as to its 
external environments. Let us beware of ignoring the truths thus 
dramatically laid bare before ouc eves, If we can do nothing else, let 
least make sure that in our Jewish secular and ccclesiastical 
organisation, whether in) London or the provinces, we have ourselves 
done all that the position demands to secure Jews safety.

spare and pass on. They know all this, but they won't hear a word of, they 
won't believe that. the South Wales outrages were anti--lewish—anti- Semitic 

they bey of us to “say it is measles.”

This indisposition to face the ugly fact underlying the South Wales affair 
is quite understandable. Itis difficult to realise that here in I:ngland we have 
had an outbreak of anti-Semitism—hard to grasp the fact that, in these blessed 
isles of freedom, the wretched disease has made its appearance albeit happily 
in aiild form. We have long hugged ourselves into the delusion that in Anglo- 
Jewry this could not be, and hence have disrevarded every premonitory symptom. 
When in this column I have said that the Aliens Act and the further restrictive 
legislation with which we are threatened were signals that the anti-Semitic 


spirit was abroad and were bound to foster it, I have been treated to a heap. 


of protests and no little abuse. Parliament was legislating I was told not 
against Jews but against aliens. Yet we know that the first overt act 
resulting from German anti-Semitism was the restriction of immigration 
from Russia. 

Anyone who has read Mr. Arnold White’s evidence before the Ahen Com- 
mission—and he was the most potent force in the agitation against the alien— 
‘sannot doubt, indeed he made little secret of the fact, that his object was to 
prevent the immigration of Jews, and the consequent increase of the Jewish 
element in this country. Germany, like England, declared that it legislated 
not against Jews but against aliens. Mr. Balfour, when he was Prime 
Minister: maile ‘no bones about it: He said the object of the Ahens Act was 
to minimise the chances in this country of a large Jewish population which, 
segregated from the people generally, could form a menace to the common 


weal. © Only last year, when Mr. Lloyd George was impertinent enough to’ 


talk of the country having had “ too much Lord Rothschild,” | ventured to 
note, that if the real meaning of the Chancellor's words were not in that direc- 
tion, an anti-Semitic interpretation would naturally be put upon them. Those 
of us who have so persistently disregarded and disbelieved the premonitory 
symptoms are naturally unlikely to recognise the disease. That is why they 
will not hear of calling the riots in South Wales anti-Semitic, but will persist 
in saying they were merely an outbreak of looting. As if looting—despoiling 


the Jews—were not in one form or another the motif underlying every outburst 


of anti-Semitism. 

There are, indeed, some curious notions abroad among us as to what really 
is meant by anti-Semitism. Some people appear to imagine that to be anti- 
Semitic an outbreak must be fostered by religious prejudice. Well, | doubt 
whether our religious belief —our creed—has ever been the cause of popular 
risings against us, though, to be sure, religious prejudice has often been 
employed to fan the flame of passion directed to our hurt. I believe that even 
the persecutions of old—of Pharaoh and Haman, say—were based upon 
economic complaint, and that between the ancient anti-Jew and the modern 
no great difference of motive can be detected. This, I recollect, I endeavoured 
to show when I summed up the objections to the Jew and the Jewish position

which Mr. G. K. Chesterton made through an interviewer in a recent issue of 
the Jewish CHRONICLE. Be this as it may, the modern applieation of anti- 


-Semitism as a cult is entirely economie. The Jewish En yelopedia detines it 


as antagonism to the political and social equality of Jews,” such antagonism 
being based upon “the ethnological theory that the Jews, as Semites, are 
entirely different from the Aryan or Indo-European populations” are a separate 
race that will not be amalgamated, and hence are a disturbing element in the 
State where unity of race is deemed a prime necessity to the State's well- 
being. When that “disturbing element” is trifling in extent it is tolerated as 
harmless. When it grows large it is opposed as a menace to the unity of race 
in the State and hence to the State’s well-being. Not very different this, by 
the way, from the plea of Pharaoh and very like the charge formulated by 
Haman. 
* 

The Jewish Enheyelopedia goes on to observe that. anti-Semitism “imphes 
that the Jews are not opposed on account of their religion, but on account 
of their racial characteristics’ and the most prominent of these. of 
course, is the persistent refusal of the Jew to ‘commit race- 
suicide and the practical impossibility of his etteetually doing 
by amalgamating with the races among whieh he tinds himself. 
The whole theory of anti-Semitism as a philosophy and of the supreme value 
to the State of racial unity is, | have alwavs thought, false and vieious. It 
has always seemed to ine that what the State has to look to is the value to 
it of individual citizens and not their ethnologie identity. But then that is 
another story. We need nov argue that now, What we have Lo grasp 
Is that where we find “antagonism to the political and social equality 
of Jews,” there we haye anti-Semitism. And surely when a number of people 
take it into their heads to show their antagonismto the political and social 
equality of Jews by violently depriving them-of one of the main privileges of 
social and political equality— the quiet enjovment of property and the security 
of hfe and himb—as did the mob in South Wales it were vain and futile te 
argue that their act was not anti-Semitic. What prompted their antagonism 

whether it was a grievance real or imavinary. or a mere desire to loot and 
despoil-—~what prompts in any case such antagonisin—whether it be a belet 
In the mfamous blood libel, or a dislike of our habits and characteristie . Oran 
antipathy to the shape of OUP WOSeS Is entirely beside the question, NO CyTye? 
In his senses will argue that looting and wrecking of shops is an exhibition ot 
sentiment other than antagonistie— no-one will arcue that it was a manifesta 
tion of amity and friendliness.

In the view evidently of this “Jewish Liberal Member of Parliament.” the 


test of an anti-Semitic act is personal violenee. So that when Stolypin. so 


lowers the percentage of Jewish clildren who may attend sehool. that 
Jewish children have to grow up in ignorance, that Is not anti-Semitie 
because the children’s heads are not cracked! Or when Houston Chamber: 
lain wrote “The Foundations of the Nineteenth Century,” it was not an 
anti-Semitic volume because its publication did not involve corporeal violence 
to the Jews! It would be just about as sensible fora manto deny that he had 
met With an accident because he had merely sprained his foot and had not 
broken his leg. _ 

Then the Secretary goes on to say “There can be no doubt that the 
attacks upon the premises of Jews are simply a development of the general 
labour unrest.” is delicious. As nf veneral unrest. labour and 
otherwise, were not exactly the hotbed for the’ forcine’ of anti-Semitie 
outbursts. Does this sapient Secretary not know that the worst excesses against 
our people—the pogroms In Russia for instance-—-were slinply developmient 
of the general unrest? Does he expect it to rain when the <kv is clear. or the 
lava to tlow from the voleano when it is quiescent rs His assertion that - the 
uneducated portions of our population” still look upon Jews” as an alien race.” 
is as lovely as is characteristic his reminder that Sir Rufus Isaaes, Mr. 
Herbert Samuel, and even Sir Matthew Nathan, are Jews, or that outside his 
synagogue “there is a list of two hundred Jews who died in the Boer War.” 
As if these facts were not present to the minds of every rough and ever 
hooligan in South Wales. They ought to have been. We have—to put it 
mildly—inade no secret about them. What, 1 wonder, does the Secretary 
think they could count against “ antagonism to the political and social equality 
of Jews” in the minds of a mob, or in the opinions of an enemy of our race ? 
Nay, the paradox is that just such facts as these act as the red rag to the bull 
when brought to the attention of the anti-Semite. That they do may be 
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proof of the falsity of anti-Semitism as a eult—but they do: and’that is what 
we too frequently lose sight of. 
* 

[ am insistent upon calling the doings in South Wales by their right. 
denomination, not because I do not share the shame of all English citizens at 
what has happened, nor because I do not grieve beyond measure when I think 
that this great country has shown signs of stooping to ways of cruel 
violence we had all thought were not possible to her. As a few, 
I fain would cherish the thought that modern England at least. was 
free from the sordid creed of anti-Semitism, and that there was waving 
at least one flag under whose kindly wyis the Jew could be certain to 
be safe as Jew among the population it protected. But more valuable 
than any sentiment isthe truth, and what damage has been done to Jews would be 
magnitied a thousandfold if we allowed ourselves to remain in =a fool's 
paradise-—that being afilicted with small-pox we persisted in declaring we were 
but attacked with measles. 

When Anglo-Jewry comes to understand and realise that it has to combat 
anti-Semitism in England, it will be saved from many a dire blunder and from 
much fatal error-——and only then. It will prepare to defend itself from the 
attacks of the anti-Jewish malady. — It will no longer allow itself to be deluded 
into believing that restriction of Alien Immigration is not directed against 
Jews. It will understand why the naturalisation of Aliens is made difficult 
and expensive. .It will refrain from denominating their own brethren as 
Aliens, and from contemning those who speak the country’s language with a 
foreign accent. We shall hear less of our own differentiation between English and 
foreign Jews. Anglo-Jewry will tind itself drawn a little nearer to our brethren 
in Other lands. and will begin to understand and sympathise not as superior 
persons. but as those of one tlesh with the trials and the difficulties, the 
aspirations and the strivings of Jews less well-positioned than is the Jew in 
ngland. It will come to understand that the safety of the Jew is not in 
his assimilation amongst other peoples, but in his own self-reliance, in ‘his 
determination to abide on the immoveable rock of his own historic tradition. 
It will see that these are no times for internecine strife between Jew and 
Jew—that there is no room for Bryvnmawring’ but that these are tinies when 
in’ self-protection we must stand united before a comimon enemy. Only when 
we come to realise the disease that atihets us will we tind means for its cure. 
Only then shall we be able to enlist om our side the better feeling of the 
thousands upon thousands of our fellow-eitizens who unconsciously lend their 
help to the anti-Semite under the delusion that they are bat guarding benghind 
against the foreigner --men and women who would yield them hands to tire 
rather than raise a finger to the hurt of the Hebrew.

THE OUTBREAK SUPPRESSED. 


Widespread Popular Condemnation. 


SCENES AND IMPRESSIONS. 


[By our Special Commissioner.] 


Twice only have I -seen an expression of real terror on a human face. Once 
was at the Jews’ Temporary Shelter when I went to meet some refugees from 
Kishineff ; the second occasion was the other day in a mining village of Monmouth. 
shire. It was the horrors of Kishineff that were continually in my mind during 
the brief tour I made on behalf of the JEWISH CHRONICLE through the lovely 
Welsh valleys. 

When I started on my journey from Newport, returning trains brought crowds 
of excited people, whose conversation told me that the newspaper accounts of what 
was happening were by no means exaggerated and that I could expect 

SCENES OF WILD TURMOIL AND STRIFE, 
with a background of strong anti-Jewish feeling and Jewish suffering. When | 
emerged from the train at Cwm the sound of Yiddish assailed my ears and I saw 


a little party that had evidently come to visit relatives on receipt of the news of the 


disaster. I was right in my conjecture, and the people, who had come from 
Abertillery (where I was told there were already rumblings of a coming storm) 
acted as my guides through the crowded main street. Three shops were boarded 
up, entrance and all, and we had to make our way round the back through a 
weedy litthe garden to discover the rear entrance of one of the shops also locked. 
Some curious children told us that the owner was “across the road.” We turned 
back to another weedy garden, where we found the entire Jewish colony of Cwm 
assembled. The Abertillery party were eftusively greeted, and I explained my 
errand. Brokenly | heard the whole story. *' Normally 


TWO POLICEMEN 
in Cwm! One on his holiday! <A thousand rioters! <A tobacconist 
lost all my stock every atom.’ In the midst of the narrative a dis 
tracted woman bursts into a tlood of hysterical tears. 1 am told she has only just 
come out of hospital. The victims cannot explain the reason of the onslaught, or 
why they have been singled out for attack. The secret of the disorders is evidently 
not to be sought in Cwm, whither the outbreak has spread from the surrounding 


. valleys. 


I take the train again for Ebbw Vale, four miles away. The structure of 
these mining villages explains why they are so difficult to police in times of strife. 
The high hills on each side prevent expansion in those directions, and the village 
has to be built right along the valley, the main thoroughfare being the artery for 
a number of tiny side streets, at the back of which the huge banks of slag from 
the collieries make 

A CONVENIENT HIDING-PLACE. 

At Ebbw Vale, I was told that had it not been for the tropical rain, which proved 
more effective than the soldiers, the damage done would have been far more 
serious. The stars in their courses fought against Sisera' I passed through 
Market and Bethcar Streets, where carpenters were busy at work boarding up 
windows smashed the previous evening. Knots of rough-looking men were 
standing about, and it was evident from the bandaged heads that many of them 
had been prominent participators in the weles*with the police.: [ called on Mr. 
Goldblatt, a furniture dealer, from whom goods of considerable value had been 
looted. I sat in his parlour with the old man and his wife, who have resided in 
Ebbw Vale for a quarter-of-a-century. [ endeavoured to ascertain from him

I told him that it had been alleged that certain Jews had made harsh application 
of the credit system which had aroused tierce resentment at the time of the strikes. 

‘That cannot be in my case,” he said, “I have never put a man through the 
Court.” Both Mr. and Mrs. Goldblatt are very ill as a result of the shock they 
experienced. 

Perhaps the worst piece of devastation in Ebbw Vale was at the shop of Mrs. 
Lyons, a fancy goods and miscellaneous dealer. The proprietress was away on 
holiday at Weston, and she has lost property amounting to many hundreds of 
pounds in value. Next doer is the shop of a draper, Mr. Abrahams, where 
extensive looting had also taken place. He had on his counter as curiosities some 
of the |

that had been thrown through the windows. Ugly-looking missiles they were ! 
From Mr. Abrahams and his friends, who had gathered in his shop to discuss the 
situation, I received a vivid account of the horrible scenes of the previous two 
nights. AsI mentioned in my telegram, they complained bitterly of the inadequacy 
of the police arrangements. It was well known that his shop and that of Mrs. 
Lyons were to be attacked, but no guard was stationed outside. While the police 
were harrying one party of rioters at the other end of the town, where Mr. 
Goldblatt’s shop is situated, another gang demolished and looted two of the 
largest establishments in Ebbw Vale. Mr. Abrahams described the horror ef the 
shrieks of the ruffians, several hundred strong, who surrounded his premises and 
accompanied their unearthly yells with

and the tearing down of shop-fittings. His children were terrified, and while I 
was speaking to him the doctor was downstairs attending to the little ones, who 
were all in a state of nervous prostration as a result of the previous night’s 
doings. In Ebbw Vale, a Christian’s shop was also severely attacked. By some 
this was put down to accident, but by others it was attributed to a raising of 
prices at the time of the strikes. I discussed the situation with a Christian con- 
fectioner, who described to me the system by which some Jewish landlords 
obtained increased consideration for their property. They insisted, he said, on 
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their tenants spending a certain amount each week in their shops. During the 


bad times of the strikes this condition could not be fulfilled. I afterwards learnt 
that this system is by no means confined to the Jews in South Wales. but is quite 
general. Nevertheless, it is the Jews who are singled out to be 


THE SCAPEGOATS, 
as they are of every great political or industrial upheaval. 

From Ebbw Vale I proceeded by a somewhat circuitous journey to Rhymney. 
where the rioting has been very serious. I visited a Jewish craper and bootmaker 
«hose windows had been demolished, and who told me that enough new boots had 
heen stolen from him to save the inhabitants of Rhymney repairs for a twelve 
month. He strongly advised me against going to Tredegar, where he thought a 
stranger would not be safe. I visited Mr. Israel Fine, who like his brother, Mr. 
Fine, J.P., isa native of Rhymney, and wel!-known to practically every 
‘inhabitant, though that fact did not prevent the premises of both from being smashed 
and looted. Mr. Fine thought that the genesis of the disorders was to be found in 
the feeling against a Jew of Tredegar, who had acquired a little house property. 
Whatever had occurred, he went on to say, could not excuse the wholesale dis 
orders that had taken place with their indiscriminate destruction and pillage of 
property. Men had been attacked against whom there ought not to he the shadow 
of a grievance. Mr. Evans, J.P., 

THE MAGISTRATE WHO HAD READ THE RIOT ACT 
at Rhymney, and whose premises were smashed in consequence, contirmed this 
statement. The Fines, he said in a short snappy manner reminiscent of Shakes 
peare’s Fluellen, were the best of fellows, and he breathed fire and slaughter 
against the “‘devils * who had disturbed the place of the town. . I congratulated 
him on his public spirit, and he replied that the lives of honest people would not 
be worth living if these hooligans were not suppressed. 

As there was no train for a long time to Tredegar, [ persuaded a local butcher 
to drive me over the hills in his gig, and he regaled me en route 
the conflicts between the rioters and the tr pers, and the patience 
which the latter had displayed in most trying circumstances. Assailed by a 
shower of missiles they had kept their tempers, and much bloodshed | 
avoided by their forbearance. “ But they won’t stand it another night.”

he added. The first sight I caught of Tredegar from the hills was the cavalry 
encamped on the recreation ground, The Hussars, \ hose services had been requisi 
tioned in several of the affected villages. had done excellent service and inspired a 
fear that the infantry were unable to do. In spite of the warnings I had received, 
Tredegar was comparatively quiet. Indeed there did not seem much more that 
the rioters could do. The whole of the main street was one string of barricaded 
shops. One of the first | passed was that of Mr. S. Louis Harris, who, as Mr. T. 
tichards,. M.P., remarked, has done so much to promote the citizen life of 
Tredegar. Mr. Harris was staving with relatives in| Newport, so that T was 
unable to see him, but his 

DIGNIFIED AND PATHETIC APPEAL, 
to the crowd that. unmindful of the services he had rendered to the town, forced 
their way into his premises and looted his entire stock, will long be remembered 
by those who heard it. I spoke toa Christian butcher, who thought that as soon 
as peace was restored the people would be thoroughly ashamed of what had 
happened. He spoke in cordial terms of his Jewish: neighbours, with some of 


whom he appeared to be on terms of intimate friendship. Hespectally referred to 


the most deplorable incident of the whole outbreak, the cowardly attack, in spite’ 


of entreaties. on a house in which a woman, who had just been contined, was 
lying ill. One boot-shop displayed notices offering £50 reward if it could be 
proved the shop was owned by Jews. As I telegraphed to you, the manager dis 
claimed anti-Jewish feeling, but said that the notice was a precautionary measure. 
T've got to protect my property, he said shrewdly. This showed me that

On my way to the Post 
Office I passed the market-place, 
which was occupied by soldiers, 
at whom, through the closed 
gates, an interested crowd was 
gazing. I wondered whether 
any of them had been in more 
exciting contact with the 
soldiers earlier in the week. 

This was my first visit to 
Wales, arid I am not likely soon 
to forget it. The stones on the 
counter will. linger in my 
memory as the symbols of a 
world-wide passion that had at 
last found a home in the free 
isles of the west and broken out in 
fiery flames in the very strong- 
hold of British Liberalism.

going to be had upon the police. Bars of iron from the pit top, bows, and other 
weapons were threatened.

The rumours that there would be another outbreak -of rioting at Bargoed on 
Thursday night, says the Western Mail, were not without foundation. At an early 
hour the people began to throng the streets. By eight o'clock the main thorough 
fare was packed, and, although it was early closing day, the numbers were far in 
excess of the great influx which usually takes place on a pay Saturday. 

3 Although there was nothing unusual in the conduct of the crowd, it was 
evident there was mischief in the air. Little groups gathered in the side streets 
leading to Hanbury Road--the main thoroughfare-—and there were only forty 


police on duty, a number totally inadequate to cope with the eaprices of so great 


acrowd. Near the Pier-head there was a tremendous gathering, and here there 
were only a couple of constables. 

At this place there is a large drapery business known as The Emporium, right 
at the junction of Upper High Street and High Street itself. Round the premises 
there runs a balcony overlooking the latter street, and upon this many people had 
gathered to watch events in the street below. One of these was a little girl, who, 
in her eagerness to see what was going on, overbalanced and fell into the roadway. 
She was picked up seriously hurt, and carried for medical attention to the surger\ 
of Dr. D. J. Thomas, J.P., near by. 


An Awkward Gathering. 


The crowd continued to rapidly increase in numbers, and at about &.30 
hostilities broke out. The police had effectively kept order in the main road, but 
a crowd of roughs had gathered in Capel Street, leading into Hanbury Road, and 
from this direction the first stones were thrown, with the obvious intention of 
breaking the windows of a furnishing establishment. 

The rioters were dislodged from Capel Street, and made their way to Cross 
Street and a back laneat the rear of Hanbury Road. From here they threw stones 
over the roofs of the Hanbury Road premises into the main street, with the idea 
of breaking the windows on the opposite side of the street. But the police were 
determined not to allow any of this skirmishing to‘go on, and, without hesitation, 
drove the crowd from this position. The next stand of the mob was in West 
Street, another side street, from whence they hurled stones at Messrs. Shibko’'s 
pawnbroking premises in Hanbury Road. Fortuaately, the strong shutters of this 
establishment prevented much damage being done, but the police had the greatest 
diffeulty in dislodging the crowd. | 

Matters were assuming @ serious aspect, and the police thought it advisable to 
call in the military. A detachment of the Worcesters had been kept in readiness 
at Rhymney, and an engine was ready with steam up. The special train brought 
the soldiers and additional police to Bargoed, and the troops arrived within fifteen 
minutes from the call. 

Arriving at Bargoed Station, the troops were given the order to fix bayonets, 
and with the glitter of steel the company made their wav up Hanbury Road and 
drove the crowd in haste before them. Although the body in front rushed for their 
lives, another section of the crowd made their way into the main thoroughfare, 
and followed behind the soldiers, uttering derisive cries of ** Halt! Fix bavonets' 
Charge!” The police, however, kept the crowd in the rearat bay, and the soldiers 
went on towards Gilfach, about three-quarters-of-a-mile away. 

The crowd were not to be thwarted in théir design, for as they left Borgoed 
and passed through Carditf Road stones crashed through the windows’ of Mr. 
Rubenstein’s premises, and about tifteen vards further on another member of the 
Jewish faith, Mr. l.evine, who has @ picture framing business, found the windows 
of his shop shattered by dozens of stones. 


Residences Damaged. 


Still thying before the military, the crowd ran through Gilfach Street, and on 
the way did great damage toa number of private residences. . 

At Gilfach it was freely rumoured that two business premises had been 
marked down for special destruction, but the troops followed so close on the heels 
of the mob, driving them into the side streets. that thev had no chance of fulfilling 
their rumoured threat,.if it was intended. 

At the cross roads near the -Gwerthonor Hotel the soldiers took up their 
position, holding both avenues of approach, and cutting off any retreat from the 
side streets. 

A strong contingent of the police had followed up the advance of the troops, 
and they now drew their truncheons and made several charges into the side 
streets, from whence stones 
were being hurled at the in 
fantry. The rioters had, how 
ever, been taught a salutary 
lesson on Wednesday night, and 
apparently did not. desire to fee! 
the weight of the policemen’s 
batons again, for in a few min- 
utes not a soul was to be seen 
either in the-side streets or the 
main thoroughfares but the 
police and the troops. 


Crowd Re-Assemble at Bargoed. 


A section of the police force 
was left at Gilfach, and the 
military made their way back 
to Bargoed, where the crowd 
had re-assembled in the main 
street. The sight of cold steel, 
however, was sufficient to make 
them tly. The infantry came 
up at the double with bayonets 
fixed, and the mob raced away 
towards the railway station in 
the direction of Aberbargoed, 
leaving the streets practically 
clear. 

About a quarter to twelve 
the soldiers returned to Rhym- 
ney, leaving the field in posses- 
sion of the police, and at 12.30 
all was reported to be quiet 
both at Gilfach and Bargoed. 
Ae On all hands great indigna- 
wMS tion is expressed at the attacks 
on Jews which sullied South 
Wales during last week, and in 
not. a few instances the shame 
is being evinced in a desire to 
make light of the whole affair, 
and call it anything but an 
attack upon the Jewish inhabi- 


Of all the 
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tants of the district. As Mr. ISRAEL ZANGWTLI, very well has said : ‘* These anti- 
Jewish riots hurt England even more than they hurt the Jews.” : 

As a result of the riots, a few persons were charged at the police-court. Some 
were sentenced to short terns of impriso!ment, and, in one or two serious cases, 
the prisoners were committed to Sessions. On Thursday night, at a meeting of 
the Rhymney District Council, sensational statements were made by two of the 


-~members, Mr. Harry Davis and Mr. Richard Benjamin. They declared that a 


party of young men were, on the prévious night, actually carrying cans of 
petroleum through the town, the intention being, it was alleged, to saturate and 
set on fire the barricades erected on the looted premises. 


SOME PRESS COMMENTS. 
Daily Telegraph. 
The special correspondent at Cardiff of the Daily Telegraph, in his letter to 
that journal published on Saturday, says: | 

Long inquiry has led me to the conclusion that the tales of extortion by 
Jewish shopkeepers and excessive rents charged by Jewish owners of house 
property in the troubled area in South Wales have no foundation in fact. The 
miscreants who have been pillaging Jewish property excuse their action on the 
srounds that Jews are guilty of wringing from their tenants much higher rents 
than other landlords, and that where property is owned by a shopkeeper, the 
latter compels his tenant to purchase goods from his establishment at a figure: 
well above the ordinary market prices. Even if these charges were true, they 
would be no justification for rioting and looting, but my information leads me 
to the conclusion that the stories are absolutely devoid of truth. 

The houses owned by Jews in Tredegar. for example, are comparatively 
few in number, and it is not difficult to get at the facts. Everybody with 
whom I have spoken ridicules the idea that anti-Jewish feeling has been 
aroused by extortion, and one and all assert that theft the desire 
of the mob to secure somebody else's goods. for nothing was the 
motive of the criminals who marked out the Jews for attack. 
The people attacked were not strangers to Tredegar. Only one family of the 
thirteen driven to Cardiff for fear that their lives as well as their property would 
be taken by the mob has been resident in Tredegar less than six vears. The 
majority have lived with the people in the mining town for upwards of twelve 
vears, and the bulk of the population respect them as sober, industrious, well 
ordered members of the community. All the Jews who have been victims of 
the mob’s violence are naturalised British subjects except two,and none of them 
until a day or two ago had the shghtest fear that any harm would be done them 
at the hands of people among whom they had lived peacefully for vears. Some 
of the refugees in Cardiff took their share in promoting objects for the public 
good, and one man who has suffered heavy loss by the looting of his. property, 
only three weeks ago cave £50 toa Tredegar hospital. 

Daily Mail. 


The Duil, Meil (Londou}, in a leading article on Saturday, observed :— 
The outrages on Jews ino Wales must amaze everyone who believed that 
the United Kingdom was the home of freedom and toleration. The = story 


reads like a chapter from the history of the dark ayes. Men who imagined 
that they had found a refuge under the British tlag are suddenly confronted 
with the horrors of a persecution that would disgrace a country in which anti- 
Semitism is a recognised pohey. Their shops are attacked by the frenzied 
mobs and their property is destroyed amid all those evidences of race hatred 
from which we boasted our homunity. [t would. as Mr. Alfred de Rothschild 
savs, be a great mistake to look upon these riots as an expression of ill-feeling 
against Jews in general, but whatever excuse miuv be sought in the excitements 
of the time and place the disgrace remains not for Wales alone but for the 
British Isles. It can be no more said that anti-Semitism is unknown in the 
United Kingdom. That. as the JEWISH CHRONICLE sadly remarks, 
the tragedy of the situation. 

| That these outrages should have been committed in a country which 
makes great profession of toleration is all the more surprising. No-one will 
suggest that the persecutions have any religious bias. The motives uppear to 
be personal and sordid. ‘Those who have been attacked and despoiled are 
engaged in business. It is not their rivals in trade who have been the 
avvressors. It is their debtors. As the JEWISH CHRONICLE points out, 
most of the trade done by Jews in Wales is on credit, and is necessarily often 
associated with legal pressure and process. A creditor is not popular even in 
the best of times, and when a strike isin progress, with all its consequences 
of irritation and threatened starvation, the creditor 1s likely to be the first 
person to suffer. ‘That he should have to submit to loss is, however, a very 
different thing from being attacked and having his property destroyed: by the 
mob. When passions are let loose the law ceases to count. Other people 
besides the Jewish traders have been the victims of violence in Wales. But 
that does not relieve Welshmen from the odium of a species of persecution for 
which we condemn and hold in contempt other countries. When Wales 
recovers her wonted composure she will be heartily ashamed of this disgraceful 
lapse into the methods of barbarism. 

Evening News. | 


Under the title of ‘The Real Origin of the Outbreak,’ the Evening Nev-s 
(London) publishes the following from a correspondent in South Wales, signing 
himself “S$. B. T.,” of whom it declares that “his statement as given below may 
be accepted as an authoritative aspect of the case from the Jewish standpoint.” — 

The Jewish population of Tredegar, he says, consisted on the day before the 
riots took place of thirty families, numbering 160 souls, all told. (The general 
population of the town is about 20,000). Of these thirty pafres familias 
seventeen were shopkeepers, one was a mineral-water manufacturer, one derived 
his livelihood from rents, one was a minister of religion, and the remainder. 
with two or three young single men, were pedlars. Besides, three shops belong 
te Jews, non-residents of the town. Sixteen members of the community lived 
on their own premises, that is to say. they preferred to pay interest on mortgage 
‘rather than to pay rent. 

So much as to the general prosperity of this “ great and wealthy community.” 
Of course, there are among them a few well-to-do people, but unfortunately a 
very few indeed. Five or six of the better-off Jews own some cottages that are 
let to the working-classes. I have no means to verify the exact number thus 
owned, It is sufficient tosay that, at the highest, the number of such cottages 
does not exceed fifty. Not all those landlords are tyrants, nor all the tenants 
victims. The dealings between those landlords and their tenants can by no 
means be said to be anything more than a hollow pretext for such excesses as 
have been indulged in by the infuriated mob. 

Another matter much made of is the allegation that the Jewish traders are 
too severe in collecting debts. In other words, they are doing too much “county- 
courting.” I say this also is not the cause of the trouble. “It is quite com- 
prehensible that people who are subjected to county-court proceedings will 
rightly or wrongly entertain some feelings of resentment. But it is not true to 
say that the Jews of South Wales generally, or of Tredegar particularly, are 
greater offenders in this respect than traders belonging to other religious 
denominations. The chiefand main cause of the disaster is not to be sought for in 
the records of the conduct of the handful of Jews who labour and toil in this dis- 
trict, nor in the evil disposition of the working classes of South Wales. Both the 
Jews and the workpeople here are as good and as bad as anywhere else. The 
truth is that seventeen Jewish shops are too much for Tredegar. Not for the 
labouring classes; more traders as a rule mean cheaper prices. It is the jealousy 
of the middle classes, coupled with the general feeling of contempt for things 

alien, especially the Jewish alien, that is at the bottom of this unfortunate 


is 


outbreak. Taccuse the inhabitants of Tredegar—I mean the classes who ought to 
have known better —-of a lack of tolerauce, of fostering the spirit of envy, which is 
really the germ that produces the scandal. I accuse those who are responsible 
for the maintenance of proper order in the town of having trifled with a serious 
situation. 

Even our local M.IP. has shown the symptoms of the general disease in his 
message--no doubt, meant kindly ~to a prominent Jew of Tredegar. Should 
not we expect that a representative in the British Parliament, and a member of 
the Independent Labour Party, would have some sympathy to offer to a whole 
community im distress, no matter how small or insignificant, rather than to only 
one individual ” 

The naked truth is that the general community will digest only a very very 
small dose of Jews, and thirty Jewish families is too much for a single town. 

Morning Leader. 
The Morning Leader last week published the following :— | 

It is the inevitable result of the disorganisation which attends a great strike 
that the sediment of ruffianism and hooliganism which exists at the bottom of 
all great societies should come to the top in places. But the form which this 
has taken in one part of Wales is surprising and disquieting. There appears to 
be nothing to distinguish the attacks on Jewish traders’ shops in Monmouthshire 
from any ordinary outbreak of Continental anti-Semitism. In each case the 
outrages are animated by a particularly mean and contemptible economic 


jealousy envenomed by race hatred ; and in each case their execution is marked 


by a callous brutality very rarely exemplified in any other kind of popular dis. 
turbance. The story of the sick woman who fled shrieking from the crowd of 
hooligans who promptly threw her bed out of the window might really have 
come straight from Russia. We hope that steps will be taken to put down this 
sort of thing with the most uncompromising severity. 
Star. 
The Star (London), in the course of a leading note, said: 

The startling outbreak of anti-Jewish feeling in South Wales comes as a 
rebuke and a warning to those—ourselves among them who have protested so 
strongly in the past against similar demonstrations of intolerance in Russia and 


elsewhere. ‘Scratch the Russian and you find the Tartar” is a trite and 


Invidious saving, for we fear it is not necessary to scratch very deep to find the 
savage anywhere. The looting which has accompanied the harrying of the 
Jews in Monmouthshire indicates that the rioters are of the lowest and least 
responsible class in the community; but it has, unhappily, always been a 
favourite method of admonishing the Jew of his error to take his goods. Here 
and now, in this ‘so-called twentieth century,” there isa clear call for prompt 
and stern measures. Not measures of support or repression of one religion or 
another, one race or another. but a stern insistence that, in a land which has 
prided itself on being in the van of progressive and tolerant thought, no ditfer 
ences of opinion, either religious or political, shall express themselves in physical 
violence. | 
Edinburgh Evening News. 
The Erenoig News in an editorial note last week said :— 

The JEWISH CHRONICLE protests vigorously this week against the attacks 
which have been made on the Jews in Wales, and says the assaults made 
“remind us of nothing so much as the work of a drunken Russian mob.” It is 
a shame to see Englishmen descending to the level of the Continental peoyles in 
Jew-baiting. If the Welsh do not like the methods of Jewish packmen the, 
need not deal with them. Judging by the conduct and behaviour of the Jews 
in Edinburgh, they are honest, industrious, law-abiding citizens, who in their 
independence and sobriety are an example to the rest of the community. They 
look after their own poor, and are quiet and inoffensive. If they devote them. 
selves chietly to peddling and shopkeeping it is largely due to the abiding 
intluence of centuries of persecution in days gone by when they were debarred 
fron: the avenues of labour open to others.

PUBLIC VIEWS. 


Mr. ALFRED DE ROTHSCHILD, when interviewed upon the matter, said :—- 

! think that the whole object of the affair was thieving and robbery. Asa Jew, I 
naturally feel the greatest regret at what occurred, but I should be very sorry to think 
that the affair was anything more than purely local rioting. I feel grateful to the country 
for acting so promptly on behalf of my coreligionists. I cannot think that the rioting 
was the result of a general feeling. I believe that if there had not been Jews there in 
Wales, the same thing would have occurred. It was purely local. That is my humble 
opinion. When the affair quietens down, I feel sure that not only Wales, but the 
country, will feel very regretful for what occurred. 


Interviewed by the Hreningy Times (London), Mr. STUART M. SAMUEL, 
M.P., said: “ There is no doubt that the Jews, with that foresight which charac- 
terises them, saw that the increasing population and trade of ‘Tredegar would in 
proportion increase the value of the property, and so they acquired some of it. 

In due course, as a result of the law of supply and demand which comes 
into force elsewhere beside Tredegar, the rental value increased. 

“Now, the judgment of the Jew in this matter is not always a correct one. 
In the East End of London, for instance, Jewish property holders have lost. It 
is just the same all the world over. One takes a chance and speculates. 

“ The reports say that the Jews in Wales have secured a monopoly in certain 
trades and charge high prices. It is the first time I have heard that monopolies 
could be secured by such means. 

“The real fact of the matter is that everywhere in the world the Jew fur.

RUSSIAN OPINION. 


‘From our Russian Correspondent. | 

Although the Russo-Jewish newspapers have displayed special care not to dis 
turb public opinion unduly with the news from Wales, the brief messages 
describing the riots quickly spread in the Vale, and letters from various centres 
show that a feeling of despair seized the Jews as subsequent telegrams confirmed 
the outbreak, instead of giving the much-longed-for denial of the report. Is it 
possible that the English, too, are among the pojromst his (rioters) people 
asked themselves. Is it not likely that the numerous Russian settlers in the 
mining districts had a hand in the matter, suggested one Jew. Alas’ one of the 
last bright spots in Europe as a haven of refuge, free from anti-Semitism, has 
disappeared! exclaimed another Jew. A comparison is drawn between the 
pogroms in 1905, following the Russian strike, and the Welsh riots coming as a 
sequel to the industrial war in England, and the question is asked, what use will 
the Real Russians make of the incident? The latter were not slow In expressing 
their delight at what they termed the awakening of England, regretting only that 
the Welsh and not they were the heroes of the hour. They are hopeful, however, 
of retrieving their glory at an early opportunity. The Russian Liberals seem 
confused in interpreting the disgraceful phenomenon. Many of them have always 
advocated good relations with England in the hope that the latter would exercise 
a healthy influence over Russia. Those hopes not having been realised, fear is 
expressed that the riots are an indication that it was Russia that taught England 
lessons lately, and not vice versa. 


The South Russian newspapers, says the Odessa correspondent of the 
Standard, print with undisguised satisfaction accounts of the attacks on Jews 
which have been a feature of the labour troubles in South Wales The hope is 
sarcastically expressed that the british Press will in future reserve the magnilo- 
quent execration hitherto bestowed on anti-Jewish outbreaks in Russia for its own 
exponents of “‘ Jew-baiting.”

you will permit: me, what I consider to be some necessary comments on the 
cseneral position of Jewry in Wales. 


In the first place it should not be overlooked that the series of pogroms which 


has so distarbed our communal equanimity did not commence at Tredegar, nor stzrt 
with the Jews. It was inaugurated about six weeks ago by a very successful out 
break of rufthanism in Carditf, when a mob of about 200 were allowed to raid 
and completely to demolish about twenty-five Chinese laundries. This is a large 
city, the metropolis of Wales. The attack was evidently organised. because not a 
single Chinese establishment escaped. The failure of the authorities in so notable 
an instunce undoubtedly suggested the opportunity which has proved so disastrous 
for us. . Moreover, it is not so very lony ago that serious‘rioting and looting took 
place in Tonypandy and the Rhondda district, in the course of which the Jews 
sitfered only incidently. During similar outrages at Lianelly last week no Jews 
at all suttered., | 

In the face of these facts we are forced to qualify to some extent the assertion 
that the Monmoathshire rots were directly due, purely and simply, to ant: 
Semitism. tas, therefore, all the more deplorable that anv attempts should have 
been made, as has been done in certain quarters, to find even the slightest shadow 
of an excuse for the Wanton mischief of a gang of roughs. 

Phe Mai, in reportiig the Llanelly attairs, distinctly stated that the 
ooting whieh commenced there after the military had fired upon the mob with 
atal etfeet. was “inexcusible.” but in the same issue it hinted that the horde of 
scoundrels in ‘Tredegar might perhaps have been actuated bv a yrievance. But 
then, of course, in IdJanelly it Was the premises of a NOM Jewish J.P. that suffered 
whilst in Tredegar it was only a Jewish J.P... and that made all the difference. 

But why Jews themselves should gratuitously admit that the Monmouthshire 
scoundrels merely overstepped, in their pious zeal, the reasonable bounds of their 
righteous indignation against offending Jews, passes my comprehension, and thi 
fact that in one instance this attitude has received editorial. sanction within the 
community does not mitigate the seriousness of the danger to which it needlessly 
exposes.us. ‘The mob would not have dared to single out Jews were it not that 
the lower classes in) Wales are being inculcated with a hatred of the Jews. 
This hatred is being steadfastly spread among the people by the Press of all 
parties, and by political speakers, Even the pulpits are by no means free 
from these insidious attacks, but most dangerous of all are the very frequent 
music hall quips and sneers and jokes which, | am informed. mostly constitute 
the Ye pertoire of Jewish artists. All talk about justification or excuses is absolute 
nonsense. Such statements are only. put forward as an almost hopeless attempt 
to tind some way, even though it be a dishonourable way, out of an unanswerable 
case. It is a tragedy that we ourselves should provide the handle, without which 
the iron axe would be powerless. There is no business occupation of any descrip 
tion in Wales, including Monmouthshire, where the Jews are not 1n a minority. 
‘There are far more non-Jewish money-lenders and pawn-brokers in Wales than 
Jewish. There are infinitely more non-Jewish pedlars and packmen and credit 
drapers and rack-renting landlords than Jewish, and as far as business integrity 1s 
concerned the Jews deserve at least quite as good «a reputation as their non-Jewish 
competitors. 

[t would not be a very stupendous task to show that for every instance of 
commercial harshness or wrongdoing among Jews, we could produce Ww larve 
number of instances among non-Jews. And even if there are to be found among 
us undesirable characters, we are by no means singular in that respect. The 
hon. officers of our far too numerous little communities may not always retlect 
the right sort of credit upon a religious institution, but the deacons of the Noncon- 
formist chapels are not all saints. When, say, the deacon of a Nonconformist 
chapel is charged, as sometimes happens, with imimorality, the members of the 
chapel would be most horribly indignant if we were to try and draw the same con 
clusions that would certainly be drawn in the case of Jews. 

If we are to let it become an accepted fact that we may be expected to admit 
responsibility for what we cannot prevent any more than any other community 
can, we might as well commit communal suicide forthwith. ‘The fact of a wrong- 
doer being a Jew should enhance his crime in our own communal eyes alone and 
should not be allowed to influence the views of others atall. We have to combat 
and not encourage that spirit of insidious anti-Semitism which makes a fraudulent 
use of the name Jew. 

The moral of the whole thing simply is that the so long talked about consoll- 
dation of Jewish interests in Wales must not be further delayed. We must have 
a united community and a recognised head. We want a United Synagogue for 
Wales. If there were unison within our own ranks we could spend more time in 
improving our position without. But so long as we have to endure the

continual unsettlement caused by mutual dislike and mutual suspicion -in the— 


small places between individual members and in the larger between sets or even con- 
gregations so long will we have our neighbours looking upon us askance and paving 
the way for anti-Semitism, child of ignorance. Prejudice is another question. 
The communal activities in most places in these parts are confined to 
financial disputes or personal differences which have nothing to do with congrega- 
tional needs. The smaller congregations, and sometimes the larger, are managed 
upon lines which would be unworthy of the management of a small chandlery 
shop. Money is wasted upon unnecessary objects, and matters of vital importance 
are frequently wholly neglected. If the Jew in Wales had more respect for his 
congregation, his non-Jewish neighbour would soon tind it out, but the Jew in 
Wales will never have respect for his congregation as long as he has the manage. 
ment of it within his own hands. Larger interests would call forth larger minds, 
and would develop a higher sense of communal responsibility. Those larger 
interests should be created from without. The Board of Deputies or the Confer- 
ence of Ministers ought to convene a special meeting of South Wales representative 
Jews to discuss the situation, and some definite attempt should be made towards 
a start. The meeting ought to be called soon, while the matter is still fresh, and 
in time to enable us to make use of the high festivals for definite treatment of a 
We may never hope to kill anti-Semitism, but we could blunt it, and blunt i* 
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effectually, if Welsh Jewry were united, and united beyond the possibility of 
splits. A movement such as I suggest would meet with a ready response, because 
the Jews in Wales are dissatisfied with themselves, and would welcome an 
improvement, but most of all, because they are determined that they will not calmly 
allow the Welsh to deny to the Jews what they themselves have successfully 


obtained from the English—-the right of living unmolested their own life. Unite, 
said the Welsh, unite must say the Jews.

SIR.—L confess [| tind little justification for your omunous observations 
on the South Wales riots, and especially for those of ‘‘ Mentor.” It would 


seem that a feeling of anti-Semitism was either latent or quiescent all 
over the British Isles, and that it only neededa piece of mob-law in South Wales 
to transform the alleged widespread, if unobtrusive, British anti-Semitism into @ 
rampant condition. I gained some such impression in your last issue. Undoubtedly, 
no language can be too strong to characterise the infamotis conduct of the South 
Wales hooligan element. Undoubtedly also, it is an egregious error to make that 
conduct a peg on which to hang various unwarrantable conclusions. If (to some 
minds) the Celtic imagination is abominable, the Celtic abuse of law and order 
must be pronounced infinitely more abominable. But I do repudiate, with all the 
emphasis at my command, that the disgusting orgy of violence was a premeditated 
demonstration against law-abiding South Wales Jews. 

The outrages, as far as any reasonably-minded individual can learn, were the 
result of the mob passions of hooligans—passions excited beyond control :id the 
labour unrest. I have no desire to hold a brief for feelings (if I may employ such 
a euphemism to describe the unmitigated frenzy) engendered by such special 
circumstances ; but it is important to observe that the position of Jews, not merely 
in this, but in every country of the world, makes it a peculiarly vaunerable point 
of attack on the part of roughs possessed with a mania for looting and violence. 
The psychology of the South Wales hooligan is not hard to fathom. ‘The fact of 
the matter is, he considered it more convenient to terrorise Jews than his com- 
patriots. It was no special exhibition of Jew hatred ; these social pariahs of South 
Wales took advantage of an opportunity to loot. By attacking Jews first and 
foremost they showed themselves strategists. And it is not necessarily dialectical 
reasoning that calls this violence spontaneous rather than premeditated. We 
have the special correspondent of the Daily Teleyraph, who made “long inquiry,” 
asserting that robbery, and not hatred of Jews individually or as a body, was the 
reason which prompted the outrages. » 

From that point of view your forebodings are alarming without adequate 
cause. You might as well say that Christianity will be threatened with demorali- 
sation in Britain if a few reverend gentlemen become inveterate Atheists, or that 
the anarchy of a certain mob imbues each and every member of the community 
with anarchical feelings. Summing up you actually point the following, apparently 
with special reference to Britain ;— : 

To-morrow it may be—who knows? The eppression of Russia is thus a world-wide 
oppression. It threatens the peace of every Jewry unto the ends of the earth. That is 
the gravity of the situation, and against it mere philanthropic measures must and will 
break as ineffectually as the spray upon the seach 

To compare Russian oppression with the South Wales «//aire is indeed toimpart 
unnecessary prejudice to the incident. This is no substantial analogy; it has no 
foundation in fact. Particularly would I call attention to the oliter dicta of 
_~ Mentor,” to whose eloquent pen I will always bear willing testimony. He asks 

us * to disabuse our minds of the cant that the Jewish position in this country is 
essentially ditferent from that elsewhere.” I envy him his clarified vision, no less 
than his freedom from the sub-conscious hypocrisy so rooted in the minds of his 
less fortunate readers. It appears that his consummate prescience enabled him to 
learn of the South Wales outrages with little, if any, surprise, and that others 
without his foresight require a surgical] operation to get a certain fact into their 
heads. And what is that fact? Nothing less than that we have Russia in 
England! I read “ Mentor” with pleasure on numerous occasions, but I have no 
distinct recollection of any warning he addressed to unwary readers of the JEWISH 
CHRONICLE, to expect a lesson which Tredegar is supposed to have now supplied.

A few more men amongst the Jews of the stutf of Mr. Barnett, of Ebbw Vale 
or Tredegar (I forget which), 1s made of, and we should hear very little more of 
the Jewish shops being looted. If anti-Semitism was at the root of the raids we 
should not have seen the respect of the person that was so apparent. No attempt 
was made to lay hands obasingle body. Is thatnotaclear proof that what prompted 
the crowd was loot and loot alone? Probably they knew where the articles of 
most value were to be found with the least resistance. It does really seem to me 
that part of the Jewish religion consists of being persecuted by someone or other 
or imagining this to be the case. 1 onee heard a story of a Jewish beggar who 
told an almsgiver that he was absolutely a necessity to religion, as without him 
who could give charity’ Is it that without somebody being “ persecuted ~ we 
should have nothing to whine about ” 

Last week men were being knocked down outside my office at the docks by 
the police batons. My poor old caretaker, in entering this office, received a fearful 
knock on the head by a police baton. If the baton had missed lim and struck me, 
would start a cry of anti-Semitism’ I think not. Now 1] want my coreligionists 
to have a bit more backbone; if hit, hit back. Thank Heaven, in this blessed country 
all who behave themselves are treated alike and are protected. They are also 
expected to be men and hold the fort at all costs until the authorities arrive and 
bring protection. If anything is going to create “feeling” it will surely be the 
continual whining to the authorities. If schoolboys know that one boy is * molly 
codled ” by the master, they will surely wait for an opportunity of giving him a 
hiding, and you can take it from me that unless the Jews drop the “ whimpering 
coward ” policy and stand up man to man they will bring upon themselves in this 
country what they are now asking for, To use Roosevelt’s remark, “stand up 
like men” or out.”

THE DANK, BLOODSTAINED RELL 
Which the Russian Government has made of Russian Jewry. For Stolypin’s 
screw, Which he calls the Russification of the Empire’s commerce, is being turned 
with relentless vigour against the Jew for whom the instrument was forged. <A 
preliminary to it was the putting into force of the right of residence laws, whereby 
as your readers are painfully aware, thousands of our people have been rilined, 
their businesses and homes broken up and wholesale expulsions of them taken 
place into the already terribly overcrowded towns of the Pale of Settlement. The 
fact is that the Russian Government has tried to kill as morally by anti-Jewish 
outrages, mentally by educational restrictions, and it finds the Jew still 
here. Now, the devilish device of the Real Russian policy is to strike 
at our vitals, and to starve and kill us economically by preventing Jews earning 
their daily bread. ‘The sneaking insidious manner in which this new terror is 
being engineered is past belief. Government spying-agents have spread them- 
selves into every hole and corner of commerce and industry so as to kill Jewish 
trading. Only a little while ago a large contract was tendered for by a Jewish 
firm, and the price was found to be the lowest. Then one of M. Stolypin’s 
agents stepped in, offered and undertook to do the work at a considerable loss, 
which he sub-contracted to one of the competing firms, agreeing to pay the firm 
the difference between the figure at which the contract was undertaken, and that 
for which it was estimated. The money to make up the difference came from 
Real Russian Funds. Everywhere the jot d’ordre has gone forth that 
| THE JEW IS TO BE SQUEEZED OUT 
of business which is to remain in Russian hands only. In the meantime, all 
Government contracts are finding their way solely into the hands of the Black 
Hundred supporters of M. Stolypinund the Tsar. It is certain that this policy, if 
persisted in, must damage immensely Russian trade. For this Stolypin care, 
nothing—so long as the Jews go, everything else can go. And to-day we 
are only at the initiatory stages of this latest development against our people. Its 
full effects have yet to come and with them there is one hope only for our hapless 
brethren--emigration. Where to, it is not possible to say, for everywhere on 
earth seems overcrowded for the Jew. But go from Russia he must, and I have 
no hesitation in saying that Stolypin’s screw if he is enabled to continue turning 
it, will result in an even 
MORE EXTENSIVE EMIGRATION 


of Jews from Russia than that which resulted from the pogroms. Stolypin has’ 


definitely said that he means to rely upon “ the strong fist” in dealing with Jews, 
and we know what that means when translated into Russian anti-Jewish policy. 
The Duma upon which our hopes were once fixed has proyed of no avail in stem- 
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ming the tide of our people's persecution. In all likelihood the next Duma will be 
even more anti-Jewish than the present. Even if M. Stolypin falls, as is possi- 
ble, that would bring no relief to our people. The Tsar is influenced by the Black 
Hundreds, he sympathises with their aims, he affords them his personal support 
not only moral support but material. The successor of Stolypin, whoever he 
might be, could not hold oftice except by the pleasure of the Black Hundreds. 
Hence a great emigration is inevitable. Otherwise, there is absolutely no hope for 
our people to-day in Russia 


| there is no hope for them except in emigration, and 
emigrate they will 


somewhere, anywhere. 


A Jewish Deputation to the Roumanian Prime Minister. 


_ A-deputation of Jews from the Dobrudscha (which was ceded to Roumania by 
Vurkey after the Russo-Turkish War), recently visited Bucharest, where they 
were received in audience by the Prime Minister. Their object was to present a 
memorial to the Government, pointing out that in the preparation of the voting 
lists for the Dobrudseha the Revision Committee had excluded 1,500 inhabitants 
from political rights, although many of them had possessed civil rights for thirty 
years. The deputation accordingly requested that this yrievance should be 
redressred. The Prime Minister received the deputation very cordially and gave 
them the assurance that the Government would carefully study the memorial and 
would certainly remove legal disqualifications. He added that the Conservative 
Government deemed it its duty to respect everybody's rights. Just as the King 
during his visit to the Dobrudscha had expressed the wish that the inhabitants of 
that part of lis dominions should prosper under his rule, so did the Government 
have at heart the welfare of the land and all its inhabitants. - 


The Cholera at Constantinople.

CONSTANTINOPLE. 
The Clief Rabbi has received a letter from the Prefect of the city informing 
him that it has been decided to burn all the old houses occupied by Jews in the 
Haskeuy quarters, which are veritable hotbeds of cholera. A commencement is 
to be made with the houses known as “ Israel Ifani”’ (Jewish Ghetto), which are 
overcrowded with Jewish tenants. | 
Thanks to the radical measures adopted by the authorities, the epidemic has 
been on the decrease since August 20th. The new cases in Haskeuy average 
eight a day. 
LATER. 
The sanitary condition to-day (August 25th) is continuing to improve, and it 
is to be hoped that in a few days the epidemic will entirely cease. * Yesterday the 
Grand Vizier, accompanied by the Minister of the Interior and the Prefect of Con 
stantinople, visited the affected area in Haskeuy. 


M. STOLYPIN'’S ANTI-SEMITIC SCHEME. 
‘From our Correspondent. | 


The Opposition to M. Stolypin’s anti-Semitic scheme scored last week a great 
success in delaying the introduction of the measure. Contrary to previous arrange 
invents, the scheme was not discussed at the last Cabinet Council, and no definite 
time was appointed. for its consideration. M. Stolypin is said to have recognised 
that he has not sufticiently driven home his arguments in favour of the Russitica- 
tion of the commerce of the Empire, and, in order to organise his forces afresh, 
hé agreed to the postponement. Several facts were also submitted during the 
week to the Court, by the aid of which the Premier's enemies shattered his old 
arguments in defence of the contemplated restrictions. 


The Scheme in Practice.—A Chapter of Failures. 

As I have already stated, the Zevsfro elections have ended very unpleasantly 
for the Government, in spite of the ‘‘ Tolmatchovian” efforts of the police 
and the proclamation of the ‘patriotic’ scheme specially invented for 
the purpose of transferring the commerce of the Empire from Jewish into 
Russian hands. Most marked was the failure of the Real Russians in Volhynia 
under the leadership of Priest Vitali (one of the chief allies of M. Stolypin 
in the campaign for the Nationalist-Ministerial party). An inquiry into 
the reasons that prompted the failure has shown that the practical application of 
M. Stolypin’s scheme in the Potchayeff district was responsible for the local 
antagonism towards the Government. Priest Vitali recently established a Russian 
bank in the district, to the exclusion of Jews, but its affairs were so mismanaged 
that the peasants preferred to deal with the Jewish Loan and Credit Societies. 
Moreover, although the Russian customers subscribed 30,000 roubles towards the 
bank, Priest Vitali endeavoured to rule them withthe naqaiia, and the sub 
scribers were obliged to leave their institution in the hands of the Premier's 
lieutenant. The scheme devised to crush the Jewish traders proved equally dis 
astrous to the population, Priest Vitali’s assistants having robbed the co-operative 
societies of their funds and sold the worst possible goods to the peasants. On 
the demand of M. Vitali, the landowners lately began to let their estates to Real 
Russians, but the latter refused to pay the rent, and even the anti-Semitic land 
lords were obliged to reinstate their old Jewish tenants. Finally, on the 
recommendation of M. Vitali, the municipal park was recently taken out of 
Jewish hands and placed under a Russian manager, the transaction resulting in a 
heavy loss to the municipality. Asa last resource, M. Vitali lately appealed to 
the Jéws to leave the district. ‘‘ Very well,” answered the Jews, “ your policy 
brought ruin upon us, and we are not anxious to stay here, but before we go you 
must find sufficient money to pay us for our property.” Since then, Priest Vitali 
has not renewed his appeal. 

In addition, the well-known reactionary, Prince Mestchersky (whose altered 
views on Judaism, as a result of his stay in Frankfort, were recently reported in 
the JEWISH CHRONICLE), entered a protest last week against M. Stolypin’s 
scheme. Several foreign financiers are said to have acted likewise, and many well- 
known supporters of the Government telegraphed to St. Petersburg, objecting to 
Iliadore’s lectures in favour of the scheme and a campaign against the Jews and 
Liberals with ‘‘ guns and spears.’’ The authorities of the Nijni-Novgorod fairs 
wired to the capital, describing the disastrous effect of the new anti-Jewish restric 
tions (reported in last week’s JEWISH CHRONICLE), which paralysed the activity 
of five hundred Jewish merchants assembled in the town. Friends of the Jews, 
too, proved that M. Stolypin’s accusation against the Jewish grain merchants were 
baseless, the dust found in the grain having been due to the inefficient methods 
employed by the peasants in cleaning the corn. , 


M. Stolypin’s Renewed Effort.—The Election Campaign. 


Taking into consideration all these blows, M. Stolypin decided last week to 
issue a second book with articles prepared by high officials of the Ministry of the 
Interior in favour of the measure. In them he seeks to demonstrate the practic- 
ability of the scheme and the possibility of installing a percentage norm for Jews 
in all commercial companies, by prohibiting the latter from circulating any shares 
but those bearing the names of the subscribers. The Ministry of Finance, on 
the other hand, regards such a step as a great blow to shareholders, undermining 
the freedom of the latter’s transactions. Meanwhile, the Rossia (M. Stolypin’s 
organ) is conducting an energetic campaign against the people ‘‘ who uphold the 
Talmud with all its doctrines teaching them to kill Christians and converted 
Jews.” In the opinion of the /ossia, the Jews mutt sever their connection with 
the Talmud before obtaining a hearing against the proposed restrictions. The 
Ministerialists have also decided to fight the next General Election on M. Stoly- 
pin’s scheme, in the hope of obtaining for the Premier a direct mandate to carry

DEATH OF THE REV. M. HAST. 


CHIEF READER AT THE GREAT SYNAGOGUE FOR FORTY YEARS. 
A GREAT CHAZAN. 


We deeply regret to announce the death of the Rev. M. Hast, First Chazan of 
the Great Synagogue. Mr. Hast, who was in his seventy-second year, was taken 
seriously ill at the end of last year, and underwent a very severe operation. From 
this, however, he recovered, and he appeared to be in normal health, finding him- 
self well enough to officiate at the synagogue of which he had been first Reader 
for upwards of forty years, which he did as late as on the occasion of the Memorial 
Service for the Chief Rabbi. Mr. Hast suffered a relapse early last week, and 
passed away peacefully on Monday morning. — 


MEMOIR. 


Marcus Hast, Chazan and Composer, was born at Warsaw in 1840. He came 
of a family of Chazanim. When only eight years old, he read a portion of the 
Law in the Great Synagogue at Warsaw, which was filled with some 3,000 
worshippers.. When he was barely ten years of age, he was invited to officiate at 
various synagogues in his native town. At that time, there were as many as 400) 
synagogues in Warsaw. and he is said to have conducted services in over 300 of 
them. A brother. the Rev. B. Hast, was for many vears Chazan of the Bir- 
mingham Hebrew Congregation, after having served in that capacity to the 
Maiden Lane Synagogue, and is now 
filling the office of Cantor in the 
United States. 

In 1864, Marcus Hast proceeded to 
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affairs, truly and faithfully without any covetousness, without receiving any 

reward, may He, the Most Holy God, return it them, and also remove all 

sickness from them, cure them in days of illness, pardon all their sins, and 

send blessings and prosperity on all the works of their hands and of their 

brethren. And Thou, O Lord of my protection and salvation, I will always 

praise Thee and pray to Thee for the welfare and happiness of my congrega- 

tion. Let my voice come forth before Thy high Throne, and fulfil the desires 

of my heart.

-A Transatlantic Testimonial. 


In 1897, Mr. Hast was the recipient of a remarkable testimonial in celebration 
of his having completed twenty-five years as Chazanof the Great Synagogue, from 
the executive board of the Cantors’ Association of America, signed by the Presi- 
dent, Cantor of the Shaar Hashoinayim. The testimonial which was beautifully 
engraved on Vellum and was handsomely framed, was in the following terms :— 

At a regular meeting of the Cantors’ Association of America, the following resolu: 
tion was adopted :— | 

Whereas our esteemed colleague, the Rev. Marcus Hast, a pillar of Judaism, has 
now rounded out his twenty-fifth year of continuous service as Cantor of that ancient 
stronghold of Judaism—the Duke's Place Synagogue, England. 

Whereas the celebration of his Silver Jubilee is at hand, and we feel in duty bound 
to participate therein and to ptting ly convey ‘the sentiments we hold forhim. _ 

Whereas inthe Rev. Marcus Hast we recognise a Cantor, who, by his signal 
ability and sterling character has shed lustre on our sacred office, and who by his musical 


capabilities and scholarly attainments has greatly beautified and enhanced the service of 


the synagogue while abandoning none 
of its valued traditions. 

Whereas the fame of the Rev. 
Marcus Hast for the purity of his life and

Election to the Great Synagogue. 


Qn the retirement of Chazan 
Ascher, Mr. Hast was one of the 
upplicants for the vacant post. The 
candidates, it was arranged, should 
read on successive Sabbaths, beginning 
each Friday night and continuing 
during the following week. When 
Hast’s turn came, his beautiful voice 
rang out with wonderful freshness, 
and the congregation stood thrilled. 
When the last line of Fis/a/ was read 


ing of the congregation, we are told, 
burst forth into a unanimous shout of 
Vasher Koach. The venerable Chief 
Rabbi, Dr. Nathan Marcus Adler, who 
was in his place, was seen to raise 
his hands in deprecation at this out- 
burst, but it was noticed that his face 
was beaming, and that he understood 
and appreciated. Chazan Ascher was 
at Mr. Hast’s side, and expressed also 
his admiration of the candidate’s 
reading. The election took place on 
the 4th June, 1871, and evoked the 
profoundest interest in the com- 
munity. How great this was can be 
gathered from a report of the election 
that appeared in the JEWISH 
CHRONICLE which, in its following 
issue June, 1871), observed : — 
The excitement was very 

great. The truth of a remark 

of a correspondent in_ these 
columns to the effect that the 
members of the Great Synagogue 
seem to believe that the atten- 
tion of the world is, at this 
juncture, absorbed by, and con- 
centrated upon, two portentous 
events—the French Revolution 
and the election of First Reader 

of the Great Synagogue—was 
particularly manifested on Sun- 
day. Virtually, there was no 
contest. To use a sporting phrase—‘ the favourite candidate made 

all the running: the rest being nowhere.” The excitement was 
solely created by the supporters of the Rev. Mr. Hast. There was not the 
least attempt at a counter-demonstration. The employment of a number of 
cabs and the engagement of “‘committee rooms” at two taverns in the 
neighbourhood, and an amount of energy—quite unnecessary—-led the 
uninitiated to suppose that it would be a hard struggle to secure the return 

of their favourite candidate. Under these circumstances a larger number of 
votes were polled than at any preceding election—however hotly contested. 
Thanks to mutual forbearance and, to the excellent arrangements made by 


the officials, the polling was conducted in a very orderly and business-like 
manner, 7 


“Messenger of the Congregation Before the Altar of God.” 


As a result of the polling, Mr. Hast was elected by 209 votes against only 14 
given for one of the opponents, the other candidates having no votes. Mr. Hast, 
in returning thanks, speaking in English, said that :— 

He was greatly impressed with the importance of the election just decided. 

He was fully aware of the responsibility attached to him from that day. He 

- had been. chosen to be the messenger of the congregation before the Altar of 

God to pray for the happiness and welfare of His people. He hardly dared 

to hope that he could be equal to such a responsibility. His thanks were 

first due to Almighty God for His great mercy and favour in allowing him to 
have found friendliness and honour among people who knew him not before. 

Many thanks were also due to those friends who had received him in go kind, 

attentive and amiable a manner; those who had not studied time or con- 

- venience in securing his return. He was not able to recompense such good- 
ness nor to return thanks adequately for their kindness. He would therefore 
express himself in the words of the Sabbath prayer, in which he prayed for 
the welfare of his congregation. Those who are working in the congregational

A Congregational Presentation. 


In Mav, 1899, Mr. Hast was the 
recipient of a presentation from the 
synagogue which he had then served 
for twenty-eight years. Mr. A. Rosen 
feld, who presided, spoke of Mr. 
Hast’s good work, ‘“‘ Not alone as 
reader but as Minister of the syna- 
gogue, he having participated in the 
troubles of his congregation as well 
as their pleasures, and in this way 
had endeared himself amongst them, 
and acted as a model Sheliach Tsibur.” 
The testimonial took the form of a 
cheque for £500. 


Three Score Years and Ten. 


In December, 1909, Mr. Hast 
attained his seventieth year. On that 
occasion the Rev. A. A. Green con- 
tributed to the JEWISH CHRONICLE 
(published in our issue of December 
3ist, 1909} ‘An Appreciation of a 
Great Chazan.” In the course of the 
article Mr. Green observed that Mr. 
Hast was not only a singer and a 
Chazan, but a great musician. 

A specia: feature of his reading, 
from the first up till the present 
day, has been that he understood 
every word that he read, and felt it 
too. Since he so understood it, 
he was able, with the aid of his 
magnificent voice and his great 
musical gifts, to paint such word- 
pictures that it was possible for 
a person with intelligence and 

feeling almost to understand the trend of the prayer, even if he was unable to 
translate it. This, I should say, has been Mr. Hast’s greatness through his life. I 
do not know whether Mr. Hast ever really looks at his book while he is reading the 
service, but [am sure that if the Machsor were lost he could reproduce it. His 
knowledge of the Prayer-Book is complete. There is no part of the service in any 
day or hour in the year so obscure that he does not know all about it. |The various 
readings of the Piyyutim, Selichoth and Kinnoth, and the least known of the 
Yotzeroth are all familiar to this wonderful scholar. There is nothing about the 
Synagogue Service or about the prayers which he reads that he does not know, and 
in this respect as in many others, he is my, beau ideal of what a Chazan should be. 
Moreover, it is his general scholarship that isso wonderful. Mr. Hast is a Talmudist 
of no mean order, and his knowledge of Din is accurate and reliable. 


On more than one occasion, Mr. Hast has preached in Synagogue, his sermons 
giving evidence of considerable Biblical and Rabbinic research and being invested 
with remarkable earnestness. These same qualities, together with more than an 
occasional gleam of the rich fund of humour which he displayed in private, marked 
the addresses he sometimes gave to couples whom he had joined together beneath 
the marriage canopy. | 

The late Chief Rabbi's Eloquent Tribute. 


In celebration of the event, a special Thanksgiving Service was held at the 
Great Synagogue, the late Chief Rabbi, Dr. Hermann Adler, delivering a stirring 
address, ending with a touching prayer. In the course of his address, Dr. Adler 
said :— 4

This congregation offers him to-day 
the meed of its gratitude for his ever striving to realise the highest ideals of 
his sacred vocation. We keenly appreciate, not merely the vocal ability and 
melodiousness with which he intones the prayers on Sabbaths and festivals, 
but chietiy the dee) feeling, the sincerity and earnestness with which he leads 
the devotions of his congregation. 

Subsequent to the service, a presentation was made to Mr. Hast at a meeting 

at which Mr. George A. Cohen presided. 


As Composer. 


Mr. Hast was the author of many fine compositions, which betrayed the true 
musician that he was. In 1884 a work by Mr. Hast, entitled ‘‘Azariah,” was 
performed with signal success, first at Glasgow, and afterwards at the Cathedral 
at Dumbarton. The second Oratorio from Mr. Hast’s pen was entitled “ The Fall 
of Jerusalem,” the story of Jeremiah being ably treated from the point of view of 
Jewish tradition. In 1894, he completed an Oratorio, “ The Death of Moses,” 
the text of which was constructed on the lines of the Midrash. “‘ The Death of 
Moses” was produced at the (ueen’s Hall in June, 1897, and proved a marked 
success. At the conclusion of the production, Mr. Hast was enthusiastically 
applauded. In 1909, he published and dedicated to Mr. and Mrs. Adolph Tuck, 
on the occasion of their silver wedding, the Oratorio “ By the Waters of Babylon.” 

On the occasion of his seventieth birthday the veteran Chazan published his 
great work, the ‘“* Avowdas Hakodesh,” which comprised the Sabbath services for 
the whole year and all the festival and special services, and the Psalms. The work 
was dedicated to Lord and Lady Rothschild. Heis responsible for many beautiful 
renderings of the ritual, although he had a marked preference for ‘‘ the old tunes,” 
and he was the composer of the Anthem for (Jueen Victoria’s Diamond Jubilee, 
which was performed at (Jueen’s Hall on June 9th, 1897. 


A Great Chazan. 


As a Chazan, Mr. Hast was distinguished by a singularly sweet and flexible 
voice, rich in tone and wide tn compass. Never, however, did he appear to utilise 
his vocal powers to their full capacity. Under all circiimstances he seemed to 
have left himself a considerable reserve. The truth is, that as he was a tine 
Chazan so he was a consummate artist, who made the very most of the bounteous 
sift with which nature had endowed him. Hence, in his ¢ /iacanonuth he did not 
rely for effect upon his marvellous voice —clear, accurate, earnest presentation of 
the ritual, in which few Chazanim ever equalled, and no Chazan ever excelled 
him. was what he cultivated assiduously and brought to perfection. Mr. 
Hast possessed a tine and dignitted presence and a_ disposition as sweet 
and attractive as his voice at its best. In him we have lost a_ great 
Chazan--one who carried on the very best traditions of Cantor in their highest 
form---and a good and faithful communal servant. The poor are the poorer in 
his death, for the removal from them for ever of one who had been ever a kindly 
friend and a ready helper to all who needed aid in sorrow and comfort in distress. 
An innumerable circle of acquaintances will miss the genial, generous friend whose 
ever unrutiled temper rendered a charm to fellowship. ° The messenger of the 
congregation before the altar of God”—to employ his own eloquent detinition of 
Chazan—has been called to his eternal rest. May his soul be bound up in ever 
lasting life!” 

Mr. Hast married, in 1856, anny Weinstock, of Warsaw, who died early in 
this year, and by her had two sons and two daughters. It will be recollected that 
Mrs. Cohen (with Rabbi F. L. Cohen, of Sydney) recently arrived on a visit to this 
country, and was with her father at the end.

SOME TRIBUTES. 
REV. J. F. STERN. 

A distinguished ecclesiastic, not of our faith, once detined life as ‘an oppo 
tunity for loving.” This view of life’s aim and purpose was assuredly shared by 
the great Chazan, whose loving and lovable disposition endeared him to all who 
_ were privileged to enjoy his acquaintance. Chazan Hast possessed the faculty of 

drawing men to him with the bonds of love ; to know him was to love him. The 
charm of his beautiful voice was even excelled by the exquisite cliarm and beauty 
of his character. To myself, who knew him “from the days of my earliest 
boyhood, the death of Mr. Hast means the loss of a friend whose friendship has 
been one of the joys of my life. He was aman who was accessible to all who 
besought his aid or influence, and, like the Rabbi of old, he received all 
men with a cheerful countenance, ever ready to take sweet counsel with those 
who knew and appreciated him for his ripe scholarship and winning personality, 
ever willing to lend a sympathetic ear to those who turned to him in times of 
stress and difficulty. I recall with infinite gratitude the many occasions, both in 
my student days and since I have held office in the Ministry, when I have 
approached him for instruction and guidance in the rendering of the synagogue 
service, which, throughout his life, he interpreted with a charm and fervour 
that never failed to touch the hearts of those whom he led in prayer, 
and 1 would fain wish that the efforts of the pupil both in the pulpit 
and at the reading desk might be blessed with that responsiveness on the part of 
the worshippers which was the reward of the ministrations of him whom Preachers 
and Readers alike regarded as a master in that high purpose of our sacred office, the 
bringing of our congregants nearer to God and the Torah. Mr. Hast’s unique 
power as a Chazan was undoubtedly due to the deep spirituality of the man him- 
self. He realised the solemnity of the service of the Sanctuary and was always 
at his best. 

‘’ My heart longeth, yea even fainteth for the courts of the Lord; my heart 
and my flesh shall sing to the living God,” were the words of prologue he prefaced 
to his great work of Synagogue music, ‘“Abodath Hakodesh,” and 
these words of the Psalmist expressed the ardent feelings of his 
soul and inspired his Chazanuth and his life. Thus it was that the late Chief Rabbi 
could say of him, at the special service held at the Great Synagogue last year on the 


occasion of the celebration of his seventieth birthday: ‘To my mind his chief_ 


title to our gratitude is that, as beseems a true Minister of religion, it matters not 
to him which day it is on which he stands before the reading desk, whether the 
synagogue be crowded, or whether it numbers but a handful of worshippers, 


sufficient to him that he has entered God’s house, and that he stands before God. 
And, therefore, he leads the ordinary week-day service with the same impressive- 
ness, the same .reverence and devotion as the Neilah, and thus he helps to kindle 
the tlame of devotion in the hearts of his congregants.” 

Never shall I forget the occasion some years ago when | chanced to be present 
at the Great Synagogue when Mr. Hast was conducting the Yom Kippur Kotan 
Service in the presence of a congregation numbering not more than a bare 
Minyan of worshippers. His rendering of the sublime liturgy of this minor fast 
day was beautiful and touching; one felt the spell of every word of the prayerful 
service. Kippur thoughts claimed and aroused the soul of the worshipper, as he 
realised that his devotions were indeed led by one who was a Minister of the Lord 
of the hosts. And of him, too, it may be said, as of the ideal priest portrayed by 
the prophet, ‘ The law of truth was in his mouth, and unrighteousness was not 
found in his lips, he walked with me in peace and uprightness, and did turn many 
away from iniquity.” May his memory abide as a blessing !

By the death of the late Rev. M. Hast the Anglo-Jewish community has lost 
a faithful servant and we Ministers a loyal colleague. His personality made him 
pre-eminently a man of the people, the recipient of much of their enthusiasm and 
esteem. Above all, he was distinguished by his conscientiousness and by his 
devotion to the sacred oftice he held with so much distinction. He rose to 
supernal heights when his heart was lifted up in prayer. He truly walked before 
the Lord and became perfect. His prayers were thus not mere words, not 
empty lip service, but. the true outpouring of a soul that was touched by the coal 
from the altar. Like a veritable Patriarch of old, he lived his life a true  73Y 
Minister of God, a vigorous character, a sweet and gentle personality and 
an example of untiring activity, loyalty and sincerity, as well as a 
sterling friend, colleague, and counsellor. This was the lesson his life preached 
with forceful eloquence. He was indeed a disciple of Aaron, for his life was a 
fulfilment of Hillel’s teaching AW) BAW. He was a personification 
of the Mordecai of old “ great among the Jews, and accepted of the multitude of 
his brethren, seeing the wealth of his people and speaking peace to all his seed.” 


All these impressions are linked with his ordinary’ life, but what can we say of his: 


labours in the field of Chazanuth? His contributions to Synagogue Music must 
remain an everlasting monument to his memory. In his. works of “ Sacred 
Music,” he always retamed the traditional melodies, but harmonised them in 
accordance with the Ze:tjcist and modern views, blending East and West, Orient 
and Occident, making Chazanuth a living interpretation of the sublime words to 
which he set his music. Long may we keep his memory enshrined in our hearts like 
an inspiring PTS

THE OLD MORALITY. 


When thou goesttorth to war ayatnst thine enentes, aud the Lord thy God hath 


delivered them tuto thine hands, and thew hast taken them captive. —-Deuteronomi 
ree, LO, 


What tine opportunities are missed at this season of the year of expatiat- 
ing on the beauties of the Sedrah. ©The summer vacation being in progress, 
and congregations absent from public worship, it is a recognised usage that 
there shall be an intermission of pulpit instruction, An intermission not a 
little unfortunate, for it falls at a season when we are reading from the Torah 
some of its most edifying chapters. There are few preachers who would not 
find ample material for more than one homily in to-morrow’s weekly portion. 
From beginning to end it is replete with moral instruction. “Had we not 
better,’ asked a leading newspaper a few years back, “hark back a little to 
the ideas of an older morality, and try to restore in the community some- 
thing of the notivas of duty and simple living which are now unhappily much 
out of fashion?’ It is these “ideas of an older morality,” of which the world 
to-day stands so much in need, that constitute the special interest of BSN %5. 
Much of the Sedrah’s teaching is on the surface, but more and richer treasures 
of thought are to be found by those who dig deep to discover the underlying 
meaning and hidden connection of these ancient laws. Like a subterranean 
river winding through unsuspected places, such a connection may be traced all 
through the opening clauses of the Sedrah in one continuous, logical 


Sequence of Cause and Effect. 


It was a recognised custom among ancient natives that successful 
warriors had the right of enslaving those whom they captured in war. Not 
men only, but women also, became the absolute possession of their captors. 
Was such a custom to be disregarded by Moses, and utterly prohibited ? 
Modern legislation would naturally favour such a course. But the Torah, 
having regard to the conditions of the time, chose the wiser alternative. — It 
suffered many ancient customs of which it disapproves, but which it did not see 
its way entirely to supersede. The laws of military capture were too wide- 
spread to be abolished in a rude age, which regarded marriage by capture as 
legal, at the same time that it practised polygamy. What Moses did in such 
circumstances was to soften the harsher features of an older legislation, and 
to hedge it round with restrictions that raised Israelitish usage far above the 
similar customs prevailing among the barbarous nations of antiquity. | With- 
out going so far as to prohibit an Israelitish warrior from seeking a wife 
among the fair captives of war—actual prohibition, as _ the 
Prince of Jewish commentators so well suggests,’ would — be 
more likely than not to defeat ‘its purpose—the law really dis- 
couraged it. And note how strong is the discouragement. The victor is 
allowed ‘to bring a captive-beauty to his home, but for a whole month she is 
to sit in disfiguring mourning for her parents. The object clearly is to cool 
the ardour of her would-be husband. And if this object was attained, so that 
he altered his intention of making her his wife, he was to let her go entirely 
free (Deuteronomy xxi., 14.) But if in spite of the discouragements he decided 
to marry her, how strikingly do the clauses which follow suggest the unfortu- 
nate consequences to which such a marriage would be liable to lead, The 
warrior possibly has another wife, whom he may be tempted to neglect for her 
more attractive rival (Verse 15). So the rights of the original wife are care- 
fully safeguarded. Her son is to take precedence of any children that may be 
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born of the second marriage :—" When he maketh his sons to inherit that 
which he hath, he may not treat the son of his beloved as his first-born in pre- 
ference to the real first-born child of the hated one.’ (Verse 16.) Yet even 
so. a household thus constituted was not likely to be a happy one. The 
children of a marriage not sanctified by the purest affection and hallowed by 
the ties of a common religious faith would often grow up to be a disappoint 
tuent to their parents. The marriage of a captive. woman would almost cer 
tainly engender domestic quarrels. The home would be a scene of dissensions 
which would lead in their turn—sxo the comimentators suggest to the 
Darkest of Domestic Tragedies. 

“The stubborn rebellious son who will not obey. the voice of his father 
or the voice of his mother.”” Such a son was to be stoned to death. But 
the law was hedged round with such conditions that it. could seldom have 
been put into practice. It demanded that) bof), parents should charge him 
before the elders of the city.

The Ministry of Justice has drafted a Bill prohibiting Jewish lawyers from 
conducting civil cases for Christian clients, and to offer themselves for election as 
members of the Advocates’ Councils. The measure also aims at the general 
diminution of the number of Jewish lawyers. 


Immigration into Western Australia. 


[From our Correspondent. | 
- PERTH. 

Westralian Jewry, centred in the capital Perth, continues to increase in 
numbers week by week. It now represents a fairly large community. A tide of 
immigration has set into the State, bringing with it Jewish families by nearly 
every mail boat. These, unlike the usual immigrants, who for the most part 
hail from the United Kingdom, mostly come from Palestine. That West Aus- 
tralia is a desirable country for the new settler ail are agreed. Its possibilities 
are unbounded. Here, thousands of miles of virgin country await development, 
land which will one day produce wheat for the’ world. The Government 
encourages the new-comer who is willing and fit to assist in its development, 
and gives him every reasonable assistance. It is indeed strange that our core- 
ligionists who are agriculturists in other lands under more trying conditions have 
not vet availed themselves of the advantages offered here. | 

We follow with interest the reports of the various schemes for placing a Jewish 
settlement, but we cannot look with any favour upon anything that savours of 
building a ‘* State within a State.’’ It is unreasonable to expect any of the 
States of the Commonwealth to agree to hand over large tracts of country to be 
ruled by any separate set of laws. If, however, the colonisation societies at home 


_ are willing to take up the land in the ordinary way, placing the people thereon and 


putting them in the way to develop their holdings, they will find that Western 
Australia is an ideal spot for men willing to work and await their reward. 
The official reports ‘published periodically show that Western \ustralia is on 
the npward grade. Artisans and tradesmen are in demand in Perth itself. Car 
penters, cabinet-makers, painters, saddlers, coach-builders, tailors and others are 
also in demand, and few if at all capable are without constant employment. Like 
allother cities, we have our unemploved, but they constitute the unskilled labour 
class. . There is no room for the man without a trade, who will not go on the land. 

The philanthropic societies have had many calls upon their resources to assist 
their Jewish brethren who arrive from the Holy land, men for the most part 
untitted for Australian working conditions, and who will not face the hardships of 
pioneer work on the land. The annual reports of our two charity societies show 
that while no deserving case is cver turned away by either body. the funds wonld 
not admit of assistance on a large scale. It is therefore folly for any but those 
titted to help themselves to take the long voyage to this country. 

Qur congregation suttered a severe Joss by the death of one of its most 
esteemed members, the late Mr. Saltiel D. Nathan, an Englishman who was for 
many years resident in the colonies. 
this State, and during the whole of that period he identified himself with all com 
munal work.

Wholesale Expulsions in Russia. 
(From our Correspondent. | 


Alarming news reaclied St. Petersburg during the week, reporting a series of 
expulsions of Jews from several places. ‘Two hundred and thirty persons were 
exiled from Ostrovo (Wieft), and large numbers suttered a similar fate in Bolshaja 
Ekaterina, Rosovka, Elenovka, Velikoanadole and Emiulstchina. The latter is one 
of the hundred and one villages, converted by M. Plehve into a townlet in order 
to enable Jews to reside there. All Bokhara and Afghan Jews were ordered to 
leave the Caspian district. At Nicolaieff, the exclusion of the town from the Pale 
led to deplorable consequences. The authorities refused to issue trading certifi- 
cates to Jews, and the plight of the latter became serious, more especially when 
the credit institutions began to refuse advancing money to Jewish merchants. The 
local municipality intervened on behalf of the Jews, in the hope of obtaining the 
repeal of the order; the reply is still awaited. The Acting Governor-General of 
Warsaw was also approached by a deputation of the community of Suchedneff with 
regard to the decision to exile from there two hundred families on the ground tliat 
the village was situated on peasants’ property and was, therefore, unlike other 
Polish villages, closed to Jews. General Essen promised to take into consideration 
the fact that some of the exiles spent the last sixty years in the place and to inquire 
into the matter generally. On the other hand, an examination of a Real Russian 
petition praying for the exile of the Jews from Lasova and Pavlovka revealed the 
fact that all the signatures were forged by the anti-Semites, and thatthe peasants 
had refrained from signing. ‘The petition will, therefore, not be taken into con- 
sideration. Finally, the Odessa municipality, regretting the fact that the expul- 
sion of the Jews from the city is out of question, ordered the exclusion from the 
hospital of all Jews suffering from chronic illnesses. 


A Turkish Officer Insults Jewish Soldiers.

CONSTANTINOPLE. 

A deplorable incident occurred the other day at a barracks in this city. The 
Major commanding a battalion of recruits was showing one of them how. to 
handle aritle. The soldier appears to have done this badly, whereupon the officer 
flew into a passion and shouted, in the hearing of the entire battalion, that this 
failure was not surprising, as the Jews were incapable and dirty and carried 
within them the germs of cholera. The Jewish soldiers were extremely hurt at 
this outburst, but, obedient to discipline, they remained silent. The incident, 
however, became known to the public, and when the details reached the ears of 
the Chief Rabbi of Turkey he returned to Constantinople from the watering- 
place where he was taking the cure, and called on the Minister for War, Mahmoud 
Chevket Pasha, to protest against the language used by the Major. The Minister 
expressed his profound regret at the occurreuce, and gave the Chief Rabbi the 
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assurance that he was thoroughly satisfied with the Jews who were serving under 
the flag. His Excellency promised that he would hold a rigorous inquiry in order 
to ascertain the degree of guilt of the officer, and’ to inflict on him the punishment 
he deserved. 


An Inquiry into the Rights of Jews in Austria. 
(From our Correspondent.) 
VIENNA. 

In view of the introduction of the Pale Bill in the Russian Duma, the Vienna 
correspondent of the Odesskia Nowosti addressed a large number of public men, 
asking them for their views as to the influence which. the unrestricted right. of 
residence of the Jews in Austria-Hungary exercised on the economic, social, and 
cultural life of the people. He explained that one of the reasons for his inquiry 
was the fact that the proportion of the Jewish population vis d vis the general 
population was the same as in Russia. 

Dr. Von Koerber, ex-Prime Minister of Austria, has replied that experience 
had proved that restrictive laws seldom achieved their object, and that such laws 
would be still more unworkable at a time when the separation of peoples and 
individuals was tending to disappear. Herr Ignaz von Daranayi, ex-Minister of 
Agriculture in Hungary, is of opinion that were unlimited right of residence 
vranted to Jews in Russia, its effect would be felt in his country, as emigration, 

ii Galicia and the Bukowina, to Hungary would doubtless diminish. The grant 
of such a right was demanded on humanitarian grounds. Herr Franz Kossuth, 
ex-Hungarian Minister of Commerce, has answered in the negative the questions 
whether the full rights of residence of the Jews has prejudically affected economic 
progress, ind whether the grant to them of the franchise has had a bad economic, 
political, and moral effect in the places where they reside. Herr von Libich, 
German Consul-General in Vienna, writes: ‘‘I have the utmost contempt for 
those who favour the restriction of the rights of Jews and.shut them up in a Pale 
of Settlement. The equality of rights granted to the Jews in Austria and their 
unrestricted access to every part of the country has been of advantage, as they 
have largely contributed to its economic development.’’ The present Prime 
Minister of Austria and others now in office pleaded their public positions as a 
reason for not giving opinions which would be published in the Press. 


Rabbis Attacked in Marrakesh.

MARRAKESH. 

Recently a party of coreligionists including a number of well-known rabbis, 
set out fora picnic. They were attaeked on the road (about a mile from within 
the city) by Moors, who demanded the immediate delivery of all their personal 
etfects aswell as their mules, andthe party were forced to comply with the demands. 
While the would-be picnickers were hastening away, one of the band shot atarabbi. 
Steps are being taken by the communal leaders to bring the gang of brigands to 
book. 


THE BLOOD LIBEL IN RUSSIA. 
(From our Correspondent. | 

Beyond the unsuccessful blood libel at Zdunskaja-Vola (where the lost’ child 
was quickly found) and the attempt of three Real Russian students to revenge 
Yushinsky’s blood at Dubenko (which was thwarted by a counter attack of the 
Jews on the hooligans), during the past weck theanti Semites satisfied themselves 
with a vigorous search for clues throwing suspicion on Jews in connection with 
the Kieff crime. On the other hand, the friends of the Jews point to the kidnap 
ping of the girl Mirmam Kutchinsky, aged fifteen, from Bisko-Vola (Petrovsk), 
with the object of converting her, as a sign that many Christians are more guilty 
of stealing Jewish children than vive versa. 


A Sensational Sequel. 
The son of the recently arrested woman, Tcheberakova. has been found dead. 
It is surmised that he was poisoned by persons interested in suppressing his 
evidence as Yushinsky’s friend. The house of the deceased was besieged by 
anxious crowds who refused to be reassured by the doctors’ suggestion that death 
might have been due to natural causes.

CALCUTTA. 

Mr. Ehas S. M.-Moses, one of the. leading pleaders of the Small Causes 
Court, Calcutta, has died at Almora, a hill station in the north-west, where he 
was ordered by the doctors, in the hope of recovering from a protracted illness. 
He was only thirty-eight years old, and was exceedingly popular both in the 
Courts and the Jewish community. His body was buried in the Jewish cemeterv 
in Calcutta. The leading pleader of the Court spoke in very high terms of the 
deceased ; the Chief Judge echoed all that was said in favour of Mr. Moses. who

JEWS IN TURKEY. 


The following letter from the Constantinople correspondent of the 7’ines, in 
reply to a letter to that journal from M. Bigart, Secretary of the A/liance Isradlite 
Universelle [published in the JEWISH CHRONICLE of the 18th ult.], appeared in 
the Times of Thursday last :—-- 

THE BKDITOR OF THE “ TIMES.’ 

Stn,—-M. Bigart has clearly misunderstood my letter, and has imagined that I men- 
tioned the participation of the Eastern Jews, not of some Eastern Jews, in certain 
Othorwies he would not speak of “calomnie contre les Israélites.”’ 
I merely mentioned the existence among the Eastern Jews of an element capable of 
excesses. Similar elements exist among Eastern Christians and Moslems. As for 
Damascus, a city which I have visited on several occasions, I can inform M. Bigart that 
the Jewish colony of the town contains a fanatical and at the same time depraved 
element, which supplies Syria with a relatively large proportion of its prostitutes and 
their male parasites. The majority of the Jews of Damascus are quiet and respectable 
people. My authorities for the participation of some of the Damascene Jews in the 
massacres differ from M. Bigart’s. Should he communicate with me I[ shall be most 
happy to give them. 

3 he evidence of numerous neutral witnesses, not to mention many Armenians, a 
race which has never, to the best of my belief, had any feud with the Jews, convinces 
me that some of the Jews of Haskeny played the part that I have mentioned during the 
massacres of 1896. M. Bigart seems to me to be rash in going bail for all his co-reli- 
gionists, or for all Jewish associations or groups, when he asserts that no association or 
group ever opened negotiations for the colonisation of Cilicia by Jews. I am quite 
certain that the Aliiance Israclite did not: such conduct would not have been worthy of 
its well-deserved reputation in Turkey. But I have good reason to know that such 


suggestions. were made. 


Finally, may I point out to M. Bigart that a writer who, for the sake of historic 
truth, has occasion to mention the errors or crimes of individual Jews or of sections of 
Jewish communities is not necessarily inspired by any hostile sentiment towards the 
Jews in general ” 

All that I, with other contributors to a recent controversy, have wished to point out, 
is the possible bad etfect of the recent political and other errors ascribed to a section of 
Jews upon the position of their coreligionists in the Near East. I do not therefore see 
what the generous benefactions of Sir Moses Montefiore, or of M. Crémieux to the 
sufferers of 1860 have to do with the case. No one of sense but recognises the humanity 
and liberalism of the vast majority of Western Jews: no one of sense but recognises the 
existence among the Eastern Jews of elements which have become demoralised, often by 
Christian persecution. | 

May I conclude by expressing the hope that all possible support will be given to the 
Lord Mayor's relief fund for the sufferers from the recent fire at Constantinople ° They 
include very many poor and deserving Jews who have lost their all and are now 
threatened with cholera, which has already caused considerable loss of life in the over 
crowded Haskeuy quarter.

desire of its branch in Holland that another mission of inspection should be sent 
to its schools in the East. Oneof the members will be a Dutch Orthodox Rabbi. 

Herr Wolfsthal, Judge at Ratisbon, bas been appointed Attorney-Creneral at 
Frankenthal. He is the tirst Jew to hold such an office lo Bavaria. 

The Prussian Government contemplates the revision of the Law of IN47 
attecting the legal statas of the Jews and Jewish congregations. The object in 
view is the creation of a representative Jewish organisation which shall stand in 
direct relations with the Government. There area number of Jewish organisa- 
tions, notably the Federation of German Jewish Congregations, which have 
corporate rights but only an unofficial status. 

(or. Jonas Baron, Chief Surgeon of the Jewish Hospital in Buda-Pesth, and 
lecturer at the University in that city, has died there suddenly. He had held his 
post thirtv-seven years, and was admittedly one of the foremost operators in the 
Htungarian capital. 

Herr l.ouis Friinkel, Director of the Commercial Bank of Stockholm, died in 
that city on the 19th August. His premature death 1s a severe loss to the Jewish 
community. 

The Chicago Lodge of the Order of B'nai Brith has sent a further donation of 
2,000 dols. for the benefit of the Jewish sufferers by the conflagration at Balata 
(Constantinople). 

The outbreak of cholera at Smyrna and Broussa (Asia Minor) is largely spread- 
ing. Many of the victims are Jews. | 

A lady, in the person of Dr. Blumenfeld, has been appointed Medical Officer 
to the Jewish colony at Yemma, near Tiberias. 

Frank forters in London will be interested to learn that the title of Professor 
has been conferred on the well-known pedagogue, Dr. Jonas Bond. | 

The Jewish grocer in a village in the Province of Adrianople who was carried 
off by brigands, as reported in our last issue, has been delivered up by them. Two 
hundred and fifty armed peasants, with some soldiers and police, had been sent 
by the authorities in pursuit of the brigands. 

A Jewish tinsmith residing at Aleppo was recently shot dead by a very 
wealthy Turk. The murderer fled and was not traced. Although there was 
ample evidence, including medical testimony (which showed that five bullets were

THE ADMINISTRATION OF THE ALIENS ACT. 


RENEWED ACTIVITY. OF THE APPEAL BOARD. 
RECORD NUMBER OF APPELLANTS. _ 


~The past week has seen a record number of persons appealing agaist the 
decision of the Immigration Officer. On Monday, there were eight appellants, 
involving thirteen people, and on the following day the appeals of four more 
inimigrants who had been refused leave to land were heard. 
=e Of the thirteen persons who came before the Board (which coniprised Mr. 
sailward, J.P., in the Chair, Dr. Morris and Mr. soustread) on Monday, eleven 
were Jews all hailing from Russia. Among the unsuccessful appellants were @ 
husband and wife and two children, and a mother and child. In the unavoidable 
absence of Mr. I. Landau; his partner, Mr. Banks appeared for the appellants. 

The first case was that of a woman named TRUMAIN. It was stated that 
she had been deserted by her husband, who went to America and ceased corres 
pondence after a time. She had left her three children. with her mother in 
Russia, and had come to T.ondon at the request of her brother. She had heard 
also that her husband was in London, and had lately ascertained that he was 
living with an Englishwoman here. Since landing slie had seen him and she told 
the Board that her husband was willing to take her back. 

The husband, who was called. expressed his readiness to support his wife and 
had already rented a new house for her reception. The appeal was allowed. 

The next appeal was lodged by JENTE MANUSIWITZ, who was accompanied 
by a three-year-old boy. She came to [.ondon, she stated, about eight vears avo 
with her husband, but was taken ill two years ago and went back to Russia in order to 
undergo acure. For a time her husband sent her a little money, but she liad not 
heard from him for eight months and did not know whether he was dead or alive. 
She had no friends here and had only £2 2s. in her possession. Her sole object in 
coming to London, she informed the Board in answer to a question from the Chair- 
man, was to work and try to find her husband. The appeal was dismissed. 

MORDCKE LEWIEN’S appeal met with more success than the preceding one. 
The Immigration. Officer said that he had ascertainéd that Lewin had £5 in his 
possession and that his luggage consisted of a change of clothing. He said that he 
came to london to escape conscription. He already had two brothers and a sister 
here, and it was intended that the rest of the family should settle in london. 

Mr. Lewis Goldstein, a brother-in-law, speaking on behalf of the appellant, 
promised the Board that he would give him constant employment. He already 
employed one of the brothers. As stated above the appeal was allowed. 

A somewhat curious story was told in the course of the evidence in the case of 
BERL MULNER, aged 25, who said that he was coming to London to his uncle, 
his mother’s brother, who was to find him work immediately on landing. 

The Inquiry Officer reported that he had seen a letter written from Russia 
by the son of a man named Singer, said to be the appellant’s uncle in London, 
stating that he (the son) had with bim a stranger named Mulner, a deserter from 
the Russian Army, who wanted to spend a short time in Kngland prior to his 
departure for America. The son instructed his father to send a postcard to him 
beginning ** My dearest sister,” and saving that be wished her boy tocome to London 
to work for him. The letter added that Mulner could pay all expenses and would 
also pay Singer for the time he spent in gaining his admittance. The officer 
remarked that Singer could not even remember the name of his alleged sister. 

— Singer and a nephew of his were both called before the board, and maintained 
that the relationship was a fact, despite the statements in the letter. The inquiry 
officer stated that in the letter it was mentioned that Mulner was a tailor’s 
machinist, but he himself said he was a bootmaker. The application was refused. 

The next appellant was CHASIC CHUDOS, a widow of tiftv-eizht years of age. 
She landed here with a voung married couple who had been admitted, and told 
the Board’s officials that she was the aunt of the man. The inquiry othcer told the 
Board that the wife said that the woman was her husband's aunt, but the man 
himself said that he did not know but-he thought she was. ‘The officer added that 
he thought this was not true, and that the parties were only friends, having met 
on the boat. The young couple, however, were quite willing to take her with 
them, as the wife would shortly require a nurse. 

(Juestioned by the Chairman the woman herself said she had come to England 
to join her daughter in Liverpool, and the other statement had been made with 
the hopes that she would meet with no difticulty in landing. 

The case was adjourned for a time while telegraphic communications were 
made with the Liverpool police. It was then found that the woman had no 
daughter in Liverpool, but there were some old friends there who were willing to 
take charge of her. She was admitted. | 

Two Lithuanian girls, of the age of twenty four and twenty-five respectively, 
who came at the invitation of a sister of one of them, wife of a clothes dealer in 
the East End, were rejected. It was stated that their object was to obtain work 
ina tailor’s shop. Both had been used to farm work and it was pointed out to 
the brother that he would experience no smal! difficulty in teaching girls of that 
advanced age the tailoring trade. 

LEAH FLESHER experienced no difficulty in gaining admission, the Inquiry 
Ofticer since her detention having ascertained that she was proceeding to her 
husband, who appeared before the Board pleading for her admittance. 

REUBEN COSARSKY was also admitted on the undertaking of a brother. 


TUESDAY'S SITTING. 


The Board again met on Tuesday to hear four appeals, all of which were 
lodged, and three successfully, by coreligionists from Russia, On the bench were 
Mr. W. Francis, J.P., Dr. Morris and Mr. W. Ickoff. . 

The first appellant was CELIA BRESTOFF, a girl of eighteen, who described 
herself as a seamstress, and was about to proceed to a cousin in Leeds, who she 
said had invited her over here. In answer to a question by the Chairman, she 
said that she had come here by the consent of her parents, who with five sisters 
and three: brothers lived in Russia. 

She was detained, explained the Immigration Officer, because the statements 
she had at first tendered him were somewhat contradictory. He had since her 
detention ascertained by telegrams from the Chief Constable at Leeds that the 
girl had family connections there who had expected the immigrant. She produced 
to the Board her railway ticket to Leeds together with £5 5s. ; 

Being in doubts as to whether the girl would ever reach her destination, see- 
ing that she had not the slightest knowledge of the English language, Mr. Landau, 
who appeared for the appellants, assured the Board that the authorities of 
Sara Pyke House would see that the girl reached her relatives in due course. On 
that assurance the appeal was allowed. nee | 

The appeal of CISSIE BURSKOFF, who was proceeding to relatives in Glasgow, 
was also allowed, the circumstances being almost identical with the afore. 
mentioned case. 

SOLOMON ZIMMERMAN, a tailor, 21 years of age, stated that he was going to 
a cousin in London in order to escape military service. A brother, who came 
forward on behalf of the immigrant, expressed his readiness to give the appellant 
immediate employment and to look after his welfare. The Board being satisfied 
with the assurance, admitted Zimmerman. “ 

The last appellant was MICHARL BAPZICH, who stated that his reason for 
coming here was to seek employment. It had been ascertained that the brother 
whom he intended joining was a married man, who had left his wife and five 
children in Russia. 

Despite assurances from the brother and a master tailor, who employed him, 
and who was further ready to give an undertaking that he would employ the 
appellant, the appeal was dismissed, 
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in the Provinces.

| A crowded gathering assembled at Zion Hall last Sunday to hear an 
Zionism. address by Mrs. S. I. Levy (of Liverpool), on her impressions of the 
recent Congress to which she had been sent as a delegate. 

Miss WEISBERG, who presided, said she hoped that in future, Congress would 
not be attended by one woman delegate only. She regretted that the movement 
had undergone a great change in its development. The original idea was national 
regeneration. However, it appeared that some anxiety was shown to do more 
practical work, and make the necessary preparations fora place of habitation for 
the Jewish race in Palestine. In referring to the South Wales riots, she thought 
thev showed that Jews could not assimilate, try how they would, nor did they know 
what the morrow might bring forth for them in whatever city they dwelt. People 
said the country of their adoption was like their own home, but present events 
showed that one had everything to fear. All this pointed to the necessity of pre. 
paring a land which could be utilised as a land of freedom for the Jewish race. 

Mrs. §. I. LEVY (who was well received), whilst returning thanks for the 
honour conferred upon her of electing her as Delegate, said her pleasure was mingled 
with grief at the fact that of all the various countries wherein Zionists dwelt only 
one woman could be sent to represent her sex. It was of the utmost importance 
for women to take a more active part in Zionist affairs. She felt exceedingly 
proud as a woman, of being singled out by Herr Wolffsohn for special recognition. 
Hitherto the women ‘had been working and forming Zionist societies, but had 
remained almost unnoticed. Now Herr Wolffsohn had said he expected great 
things from women Zionists. She had been struck by the high intelligence of her 
sex, which showed they were earnest and sound thinkers, took a keen interest in 
Zionism, and could think of other matters besides dress, etc. Actuated by Zionist 
ideals a resolution was brought forward that a woman's department should be 
formed in Congress. They needed women to do propaganda work, to go from 
town to town and form branches. She had stood up and mentioned that the 
women had eleven Zionist societies in Great Britain, and that when English 
Zionism was at a standstill it was the women Zionists who kept matters going 
and were hard at work for the great cause. The Women’s League for Culture 
Work in Palestine had held meetings where particulars were given of the really 
sood and useful work that had been done in Palestine itself for the past four 


vears. It was of great interest to hear that the lace work schools 
in Jerusalem, Tiberias, Jaffa, and other places had been carried on with 
remarkable success. The demand for the lace, which was as beautiful 


as Brussels lace, was so great as to much exceed the supply. And yet It was only 
done with a needle and cotton and had never been known in Europe before the 
Cultural League took it up. She had every hope that the lace work would produce 
great results. They only wanted funds to open. more of these schools. Again, 
there was a strong desire to take up nursing in Palestine, and several learners 
were entering into it heart and soul. She thought the Congress had been glorious 
and successful, and she expected great results if only all would work zealously in 
the future for the sake of Zionism, for their race aad people, and for their new 
home and land. (Applause.) 

Miss WEISBERG said they were grateful that women had been recognised by 
the last Congress, and in that it was an epoch-making Congress. About two years 
ago the first (onference of women workers in Zionism met in Manchester, and 
the results having been forwarded to Cologne it eventually became a larger and 
more known organisation. Women created new societies and extended existing 
ynes, and much work had been done with very low funds. She did not recommend 
combined societies, as unfortunately Manchestér was at present suffering from 
amalgamation. She had visited various towns engaged in propaganda work, and 
Manchester was looked upon as a stronghold of Zionism, but it did not appear to 
live up to its reputation. The second Conference of Women Zionists would meet 
in the autumn, and she earnestly appealed for additional support to extend the 
Zionist movement, and more especially for the Women’s League, of which Man 
chester was the headquarters. 

A vote of thanks to Mrs. Levy for her interesting address was carried with 
acclamation, and suitably acknowledged. 

A meeting of the Young Men’s Zionist Society was also held last Sunday at 
Zion Hall. The following were elected: Messrs. H. E. Coop, Chairman; A. 
Solomon, Treasurer; B. Cohen, Hon. Secretary; and 1» Committee of six. <A 
constitution was drawn up.. Young men over IX years of age are eligible as 
members.

A special méeting of the Board of Shechita was held in the 
Vestry Room of the New Briggate Synagogue on Sunday last. 
Mr. V. LIGHTMAN, J.P., President, was in the Chair, and there 
were present representatives of all the constituent congregations. 

The CHAIRMAN dealt at some length with the Public Burial Society's agita 
tion against the Board, and the difficulties that had arisen on the poultty question. 
He mentioned that the ineeting had been mainly called for the purpose of finally 
meeting the poultry dealers to come to a definite basis of agreement. During the 
discussion on the question, it was mentioned that many of the poultry dealers were 
utilising the services of the unauthorised Shochet, in addition to the Shochetim of 
the Board. It was ultimately decided to issue notices to all the poulterers to the 
effect that only those who signed under the authority of the Shechita Board not 
later than the 2Xth August would be allowed the services of the Board’s ofticials. 

Mr. H. M. LIPMAN, Hon. Secretary pro tem., gave particulars of the additional 
slaughter house to be shortly opened in a central district for the killing of poultry, 
and in discussing the various details it was mentioned that the position could also 
be suitably adapted for permanent offices for the Shechita Board. The necessity 
for the appointment of an official supervisor under the Board was discussed, and 
Mr. I. Weinstock undertook to discharge the duties at present in an honorary 
capacity. 

The opposition of the Public Burial Society is being actively persisted in ; it 
is conducting an active campaign by the wholesale distribution throughout the 
Jewish district of ‘* Yiddish” handbills and posters. Unfortunately the fictitious 
“dear meat” agitation that is being engineered, is finding a certain measure of 
support amongst the large local working class population, but there is no doubt 
that the weight of the community's support is certainly on the side of the Shechita 
Board. One gratifying phase of the present situation, is that it has so strikingly 
demonstrated the absolute unity and accord now existing between all the local 
congregations, aud the unanimous support conceded to the Shechita Board by all 
During the services on Saturday last, Rabbi I. H. DAICHES, 
Rabbi SINSON and Rabbi HORWITZ each made reference from the pulpit to the 
situation, and urgently appealed to the community for their co-operation and 
support.

The tenth annual report of the Kosher Kitchen, for providing 

Kosher Kitchen. kosher dinners to the Jewish inmates at the Leeds Hospitals, 
. just issued, states that the institution has had a record year. 
The total income for the year from all sources was £354. and the expenditure £315. 
The expenditure items show a total of £137 paid in salaries and grants; rent and 
lighting totalled £52. The other outstanding item of expenditure is £118 for 
poultry, meat, and groceries. Altogether the figures show a substantial profit on 
the vear’s working.

NOTTINGHAM. 


By the death of Mr. Mehir Weinberg, which occurred on 
Sunday morning at his residence, Hardwick House. The 
‘Park, Nottingham has lost one of her best and most deeply 
respected citizens. ‘Towards the end of April Mr. Weinberg 
with his wife and two young boys went on a pleasure visit to Baltimore, the home 
of Mrs. Weinberg, and soon after his arrival in America he was taken seriously 
ill. He was sufficiently well to return to Nottingham, 
but from the first it was recognised that his condition 
was grave, and in spite of all that the highest medical 
skill could do for him, his illness terminated fatally. 
Mr. Mehir Weinberge was a native of Nottingham, 
and the eldest son of Mr. Jacob Weinberg, the founder 
of the important lace firm of Simon, May and Co. Mr. 
Jacob Weinberg came to Nottingham in his twentieth 
year from Hamburg, where the firm ‘was originally 
domiciled, and, by his strict integrity, hisindustryv, and 
zeal, and his shrewd business capacity, he built up an 
organisation which has for many vears held a world 
wide reputation. Hcucated at Nottingham Hivh Schoo! 
and grounded in his business career by a close training 
in Germany and France, the late Mr. Weinberg, as a 
partner in the firm, won the regard of his competitors 
by his absolute integrity and the atfection of his 
employes by his extreme kindness of heart and generous consideration. He was 
an admirable linguist, and as he took a deep interest in hicher education it 
was fitting that he should have been elected member the

Council of » University Coliege. He was also on the Committees 
of the General Hospital, the Children’s Hospital, other public 
institutions. In June, 1909, he was placed on the Commission of the Peace for 


the Citv. He was a Vice-President of the Nottingham Liberal Association and of 
two district Liberal Associations. Mr. Weinberg was a thoroughly orthodox Jew, 
and, notwithstanding the wide ramifications of his tirm, business was entirely 
suspended on Sabbaths and all days of the festivals, although we believe some 
niembers of the firm are not of the Jewish faith. The funeral on Monday was 
attended by an extraordinarily large gathering of commercial men. The chief 
mourners were Mr. Harry J. Weinberg (brother) and Mr. Abraham levy and Mr. 
P. Levy, of Paris (brothers-in-law). The service was read by the Rev. 8. Sehloss. 
the local Minister, and the Rev. N. Lipman, of Londen. 


SOME TRIBUTES. 

Mr. Weinberg followed undeviatingly in the footsteps of his pions father. As an 
orthodox Jew he was scrupulous to the iminutest detail, and every movement which 
aimed at upholding and strengthening traditional Judaism found in him a very ready 
and generous supporter. As in the days of his father, the offices of Messrs. Simon, 
May and Co., of which he was the principal, were from morn till night visited by local 
por and by the poor from distant towns, who came to seek the aid of their bene- 
factor. He never turned a poor man away empty handed. I recall an incident 
which will be evidenee of’ his’ noble character. \ stranger in need called 
upon him for assistance, and Mr. Weinberg handed lim a coin--a golden one, I 
might add. The applicant was not satistied. He thang back the coin on the table, and 
exclaimed, * Do you think I have come all the way from London for so paltry a gift” 

Then you will receive nothing at all faom me,” retorted Mr. Weinberg, and the man 
left. The following morning Mr. Weinberg said to me, T have spent a restless: night, 
for I fear that I have wounded a poor man. I will keep my word. IT said he would 
receive nothing at all from we, But | have obtained this from my mother and 
this from my brother. Would you please hand him the money. And the poor man 
was the fortunate recipient of treble the amount at first offered him. He shrank from 
yublicity, and was most reluctant to appear on the platiorm. Yet, when occasion 
istiasided: his sense of duty gained the mastery, and he rose to a high degree. I have 
beard from several Christian friends that they will never forget Mr. Weinberg s speech, 
in the Mayor's Parlour, on the occasion of a meeting of the citizens of Nottingham, to 
protest against Russia s inhuman treatment of her Jewish subjects. * Tt.was not a mere 
speech, a prominent citizen assured me: “it Was a masterpiece of oratory w hich held 
meeting spellbound from beginning to end. And here | might say, that if the Jew 
is held in high esteem in Nottingham, it i in no smal] measure due to the exemplary 
lives lived by the members of the Weinberg tamily. The name is a household 
word in the city. It stands for honour, integrity, beneficence and unflinching 
devotion to religious principles. The Jewish congregation im Nottingham will feel the 
departure of Mr. Weinberg as that of a father, for he was in very truth the stay, the 
strength, the support of the synagogue and communal institutions. Whilst most of the 
wealthy Jewish merchants of the city have long since dissoeiated themselves from 
the synagogue and Jewish concerns, and their children an crandchildren blush when 
reminded that they are of Jewish descent, this worthy family has not only been staunch 
and loyal to the synagogue, but has been the very life and soul of everything alias he 
Nottingham for fifty years and more. May God send His divine comfort to his heart 
broken widow and children, and his sorrow-stricken motlicr, brother and sisters. May 
lie strengthen them in this, their hour of sorrow and affliction ! Harnis Conn,

Cruelty to Subject Races. 
To THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

SIR, —The reminder in your note to-day, entitled “Cruelty to Subject Races,” 
that “the Jew has much to gain from a better appreciation of the human rights of 
subject races,” and the warning against Jewish participation in the persecution of 
these races, are very timely. Unfortunately, many of our corel:gionists in South 
Africa appear never to have learnt this foremost lesson of the age long persecution 
of the Jewish people, for in spite of the complete freedom and liberty with which 
they are vested, so soon as they set foot upon South African soil, they do not hesi- 
tate to join in the hue and cry raised against the disinherited residents of the sub- 
continent. ‘Take for example the problem of the treatment of British Indians. The 
Indian trader is not seldom the Jew’s principal business rival, and often the latter has 
not scrupled in Natal, the Cape Colony, and especially the Transvaal, to come to the 
aid of those whose main interest in life seems to be to rob the Jew’s fellow. Asiatic 
of every civil right, and eventually to hunt him out of the country. Perhaps, how- 
ever, the most wanton and flagrant instance of race antipathy on the part of a 
significant proportion of the Jewish population of South Africa, is to be found in 
the recent action of the Jewish Mavor of Durban, who was mainly instrumental 
in refusing to allow the British Indian residents and ratepayers of the borough to 
participate on equal terms with the white residents and ratepayers in the official 
celebrations held in honour of the King’s Coronation, and who, in a letter addressed 
to the Press, ventured ‘“‘to think tlat my action would have the entire approval 
and support of fle entire white community of the town.” What better arguments 
could be put into the mouths of the more familiar anti-Semites of Europe? The 
Natal Mercury, which is the principal newspaper of the Province, commented on 
the matter in the following scathing terms : 

The occasion is a very special one, and it is most unbecoming that a section of the 
King’s subjects in a loyal town should feel themselves obliged to stand aside from the 
official celebrations, and take separate means of expressing to the King the loyalty they 
share with the rest of his subjects. In the past, such difficulties and disagreements as 
have arisen were avoided, and we do not think anyone was any the worse because the 
Indian community took part in the official rejoicings. That this is not now the case, is 
no credit to those responsible for the management of these celebrations, as we are con 
vinced, had other methods been employed, an arrangement could have been come to 
which would have met all the objections that have been raised on both sides. 

Thus, it wasa Jew who set up a new standard of racial discrimination. I 
think, Sir, that I shall not be the only Jew to believe that amongst the worst 
enemies of the Jewish people are some of themselves.

The Board of Deputies and the Protection of Animals Bill. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “S'S JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sin,--When I read the impressive and convincing letters of the Haham and 
the other Rabbis, in which they protested against the attempt of the Board of 
Deputies to introduce a system of hierarchy and autocracy in English Judaism 
which is unparalleled in Jewish history, I expected that the officers of the Board 
would lose no time in coming forward to explain matters, and to allay the 
uneasiness and even anger which their action has aroused in a large section 
of the thinking part of British Jewry. Instead of a. dignitied reply or. explana. 
tion by the Board. we find in your last week’s issue a _ letter by Mr. 
Joseph Prag, which can only tend to increase the anxiety and to create 
mistrust in the hearts of the Jewish masses against their official leaders and 
representatives. It is astonishing to find a gentleman who is known to have 
such a profound regard for the oftice of Rabbi, and who is looked upon as a 
worthy representative of the community, allowing himself to treat the Haham 


and the other Rabbis concerned as if they were mere schoolboys who were just in . 


need of a lesson from an omniscient member of the Board in order to be made 
aware of the senselessness of their protests and their demands. Does Mr. Prag 
know.that these gentlemen have been in direct communication with the promoters 
of the Bill and other parties concerned, and know more about the whole subject 
than he and his colleagues on the Board? And does he at all realise: that the 
name of Dr. Gaster carries at least as much weight with the authorities in question 
aus the names of all the gentlemen together - who have so far interested themselves 
in the matter ? 

Let me, Sir, tirst of all, inform your readers that Mr. Prag’s statement to the 
effect that the promoters of the Protection of Animals Bill would accept the pro- 
posed amendment only on condition that the Chief Rabbi or the President of the 
Board of Deputies should have the power to license Shochetim is_ utterly 
unfounded. Mr. Prag has either been misled or he is misleading. I have it on 
perfectly reliable authority that the promoters of the Bill have expressed their 


willingness to consider and to accept any arrangement which the Jewish commu-. 


uity may suggest to them concerning the licensing of Shochetim, and that they 
never intended to make such conditions as Mr. Prag now puts forward on their 
behalf. Thus, the only argument which your correspondent has advanced in 
trving to annihilate Dr. Gaster falls to the ground. . 

But it seems to me that in spite of his being an experienced member of the 
Law and Parliamentary Committee of the Board of Deputies, Mr. Prag has not 
realised wherein the crux of the whole question consists, and what bearing it is 
likely to brave on the religious and social life of the Anglo Jewish Community. The 
question involved in the wording of the amendment to the Bill is not whether the 
future Chief Rabbi alone or all responsible Rabbis should de facto exercise the 
right of granting licenses to Shochetim. The question we have to consider now 
is this: Should the Jewish Community endeavour to bestow upon the future Chief 
Rabbi--whoever he may be-—such powers as would enable him to rule all congre- 
gations ip an autocratic manner, and would deprive them of all 
freedom and liberty of action? If you give the Chief Rabbi of the United Syna- 
gogue the right by Act of Parliament to grant or to stop the supply of -kosher 
meat to all congregations in the United Kingdom, you create a system of hierarchy 
and of dictatorship compared with which the powers of the Archbishop of West- 
minster over English Catholics, or even of the Pope himself, pale into insignificance. 
That this is against the letter and the spirit of the Jewish Law has already been 
pointed out in the JEWISH CHRONICLE by your “rabbinical correspondents ”—to 
borrow a phrase from Mr. Prag—and need not be elaborated here. 

But the alternative contained in the suggestion, “ and failing him the President 
of the Board of Deputies should grant the licence,” is even more amazing. 
Mr. Prag is good enough to assure us that “the Board of Deputies would act 
upon the advice of the Beth Din.” Then why not give the power to the Beth Din 
itself? Another question is: What if there should be no Beth Din? Does Mr. Prag 


know that where there is no Chief Rabbi, or 738, there is no Beth Din? A Beth 


Din consists of at least three Rabbis, or one Rabbi and two assessors. The 
assessors alone have no right to act as ]'"7 M3, and if they do so they are con- 
demned in the Talmud as 3. . And what about the that have 
recently been established in Leeds, Manchester and other towns? Why are they 
not just as reliable and just as deserving of recognition as the Beth Din that sits in 
Mulberry Street? And why is the Haham not as good and trustworthy for the 
purpose as any Chief Rabbi that the United Synagogue may choose to appoint ? 
Whenever I read all these well-worn phrases about “a system of anarchy ” 
and of a Hillul Hashem resulting from the adoption in England of. the traditional 
Jewish method in dealing with matters of Shechita, Iask myself: “‘ Good heavens! 
Are there Jews consuming kosher meat only in England ?” There are hundreds 
of communities all over the globe employing shochetim who are licensed and super- 
vised by the Rabbis of their respective congregations, and there is no chaos, no 
anarchy, no Hillul Hashem, while there ig at least as much Kashruth as we have 
here. We-have not heard yet of such scandals and disgraceful scenes abroad as we 
witnessed here during the Shechita trials in Liverpool, Manchester, and 
London, and no greater Hillul Hashem has ever occurred anywhere than that 
created by the appearance in the witness box of our Rabbis and Dayanim arguin 
with the judge the meaning of a certain paragraph in the NO or the M3IWN'NND, And 
it seems quite certain that on the day on which the system prevailing at present 
becomes the law of the land, the English Law Courts will be full of such cases, 
_Parliament will be approached again and again, and we may yet have the pleasure 
of seeing the appointment of a Shochet form the subject ofja heated argument in 
the House of Commons between Mr. Buxton and Mr. Keir Hardie.

aware that there are several orthodox congregations-—-let us call them ultra-ortho- 
dox—who have conscientious objections to the way in which the Shochetim are 
examined and supervised by fhe present London Beth Din, and who have, there. 
fore, deemed it necessary to acquire their own Shochetim and Rabbonim, and to 
employ their own system of supervision. There is such a congregation in North 
london, and no one will say that the members of that congregation are actuated 
by any other motives but those of true piety and religion. On the other hand, it 
is quite probable that some liberal or reform congregations will object to the com- 
pulsory submission to a religious authority which they do not recognise, and will 
refuse to be compelled for all time to depend for their supply of kosher meat on a 
Shochet authorised by the Rabbi of the United Synagogue. As to the rights of the 
Portuguese community and their Chief Rabbi nothing need be added here to what 
the Haham has already uttered. I have no doubt that the gentlemen of Bevis 
Marks and Lauderdale Road will know how to preserve theiridentity and their 
religious autonomy. But why attempt something which is bound to create 
trouble and strife ?—Cuwi bono? | 

Mr. Prag concludes his letter with a remark the force of which he seems 
to regard as overwhelming. “Dr. Gaster,” he exclaims, ‘does not 
see any objection to several Rabbonim even in the same town being 
vested with this power,” and he adds_ suggestively: “Dr. Gaster is 
hardly serious.” Why, Mr. Prag? Dr. Gaster made it quite clear that he means 
that every congregation which has its own Rabbi and its own Shochet should be 
allowed to provide its members with Kosher meat without being legally compelled 
to obtain a certificate from the Chief Rabbi of the United Synagogue in London. 
What objection has Mr. Prag to this? Is not this the Jewish practice all over the 
world? The suggestion that Dr. Gaster is not serious in this matter is prepos- 
terous. It is utterly unworthy of Mr. Prag. 

I have no doubt that when the provincial Congregations have realised the 
significance of the step taken.by the Board of Deputies and the consequences 
which the amendment, as framed by the Board, is likely to have for them, they 
will drop their indifference and will take steps to retrieve the position by 
instructing their representatives on the Board to take decisive action. The 
amendment proposed by Dr. Gaster is the only safe and feasible one. It is very 
similar to the amendment which the Jewish delegates proposed at the recent 
‘ Tierschutz ’ Congress at Copenhagen. It also gives adequate consideration to 
the special conditions prevailing in this country. There is no doubt whatever 
that the promoters of the Protection of Animals Bill will accept that amendment 
willingly and sympathetically. The Government is also anxious to meet the 
demands of the Jewish community in a truly generous and liberal spirit. Let us 
think of Goethe’s dictum : ‘" Was man von der Minute ausgeschlagen giebt keine 
Ewigkeit zuriick.” Yours obediently.

MANIFESTO BY THE NEW SMALLER ACTIONS COMMITTEE. 


The newly-elected Smaller Actions Committee has issued the following 
manifesto :— 


The Tenth Zionist Congress is over, and all who took part in it stand impressed by 
the imposing grandeur which the number of delegates and visitors, the solemnity of its 


“proceedings, and the unanimity with which its will was expressed, lent to it. ‘The 


intense earnestness which characterised the deliberations, the thoroughly practical 
nature of the decisions, the way to which had beer paved by spade work in Committees, 
have raised the Tenth Congress to a degree of unusual importance, and constitute a 
most promising beginning of a new period of activity. 

By the decision of the Congress, the headquarters of the Zionist Movement have 
been transferred to Berlin, and the undersigned Smaller Actions Committee has been 
entrusted with the direction of the Party’s affairs. Animated by the desire to concen- 
trate all living forces which are now, and which can become, active in our Movement, 
and to create out of the ideals which Zionism represents a spirit that will lead to deeds, 
we will use our endeavours further to extend the activity of our Organisation, and to 
bring about the systematic development of our institutions. 

Ve will carefully bear in mind the present political conditions, and accordingly will 
devote ourselves in particular to the further development of our Information and Pub- 
licity service in Turkey. Confident in the progressive development of the Ottoman 
Empire and conscious that our efforts accord with its well-understood interests, 
we entertain the firm conviction that our labours will achieve most favourable results. 

Mindful of our aim, our activity in Palestine, which we regard as essentially the 
basis of all Zionist activity, must be carried further. We shall be able more and more use- 


fully toemploy the experience we have gained through many years of experimental work. © 


Of equal importance to the political and colonising work is, for us, the fostering of our 
national-cultural development. For this purpose, and side by side with the stimulation 
of the Jewish genius for work in every land—which will lead our people to a living 
Judaism and through it to Zionism—there lies open to us a particular field for activity 
in the East, the Jewish population of which we must instruct and‘to whose educational 
conditions we must direct our attention. | 

Our national language. must constantly be spread still further, and must more 
and more become the common language of the Nation. In this respect also, the last 
Congress accomplished something noble. At one of the sittings of the Congress the 
proceedings of which were conducted exclusively in Hebrew, the charm of our ancient 
national tongue touched our hearts with an irresistible, magical force. That which 
was formerly an ardent longing, is now beginning to be an accomplished fact. 

Thus, while safeguarding the unalterable and firmly fixed bases of Zionism, we will 
exert ourselves to further to the utmost activity in Palestine and the rebirth of our 
national culture. At the same time, the duty devolves upon ‘us of maintaining and 
systematically developing the already existing institutions of a financial character—our 
banks, our National Fund, our Land Corporations, and all institutions created and 

- In the consolidation and expansion of the entire Zionist party, which is in process 
of being powerfully increased, we perceive the firmest basis and the most reliable main- 
stay of our work.. The unusually large number of the Zionist youth who attended the 
Congress offers us a fresh guarantee of the triumphant progress of our ideal. 

Jn the lines of our new statutes we will develop our Oganisation, farther extend 
our propaganda, and seek to restore the urgently necessary cohesion between the 
management of the party and the Territorial Organisations and Federations. 

e undertake the work for the accomplishmeut of our manifold and arduous duties 
with the sincere wish that we may succeed, by the concentration ofall forces, to maintain 
harmonious, united action in the Movement. Only by combined brotherly work can 
the strength of the Zionist ideal make itself manifest in visible results. 

Hence we confidently anticipate that all groups and tendencies in the ranks of 
Zionism, that every Zionist, will lend their active co-operation to our work.

HE question of the kosher frozen meat supply, the quality of that supply 
and the need that exists for it has been re-opened once again. and 
claims the attention of Cold Storage, a journal whose very title must 
have been something to be thankful for during the tropical days of 
August. We have listened to all the pros and cons that have been 

prought into play, and have heard the views of butchers and public alike. Now, 
the Investigating Officer of the Shechita Board writes’ to the journal in question on 
the subject of the South American frozen and chilled meat, and observes that there 
is no reason to anticipate the ultimate success of the experiment ‘‘as the Jewish 
public have shown no desire ” for the article. C./d Storage, however. is more 
optimistic than we: “While we remember . the failure of previous 
attempts of a similar kind to provide the Jewish community with cheap, wholesome 
meat, we have no doubt that, as with the Gentiles, frozen meat must come.” 

It does seem a vast pity that all the trouble and alk the expense incurred in 
sending “proper kosher officials “—the words are those of our contemporary ~to 
Argentina should have had but poor effects in combating the old prejudice against 
refrigerated meat. The article is cheaper than, and just as wholesome as, freshly 
killed meat, and although on occasions its outward appearance might not have 
been exactly pleasing to the eve of the discriminating shopper, it cooked remark- 
ably well. Let the Shechita Board have its due. Whatever its shortcomings, it 
is much to be regretted that its earnest and expensive attempt to conquer an old, 
deeply-rooted prejudice should not have met with greater justification.

THE CHIEF RABBINATE: 
A Case for Enquiry. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


SIR, ~The points raised in the letters of your correspondents on this subject 
call for the careful consideration of all earnest members of the community. 

We have been so long accustomed to identify the unique personality of the 
late revered Dr. Adler with the Chief Rabbinate itself that we could scarcely 
separate the office from its distinguished holder, and the capacity amounting to 
Yenius with which Dr. Adler administered his high office concealed to a sreat 
extent the ambiguities and difficulties of the position. Now that the question of a 
successor has arisen and we are forced to confess that there isa famine in the land, 
it must be borne in mind that to follow Dr. Adler successfully demands. almost 
superhuman qualifications. Moreover, the governance of the community is to-day 
of far greater complexity than when the late Chief Rabbi assumed office. 

New congregations have come into existence, with new needs and presenting 
ever. fresh problems for solution, communities recruited in many instances from 
abroad--and owing to various reasons with different traditions and aspirations to 
those of the older Anglo-Jewish congregations. Hence on the one hand a growing 
restlessness, amounting to something like rebellion against a communal adminis- 
tration out of touch with or ignorant of their requirements, estranging however 
well intentioned, through lack of sympathy. On the other hand attempts 
‘conscious or unconscious), to set up an Anglo-Jewish. State Religion as ‘‘ by 
(English) law established” and tending further to accentuate the differences 
between the various elements in the community. | 

It 1s impossible to overrate the seriousness of the present situation. ‘To use 
the words of one of your correspondents, it isa question of spiritual life and death. 
To ignore it would be fatuous, and any attempt to confront Anglo-Jewry with a 
Foit aeconiplt ia the form of anew Chief Rabbi, without the fullest consultation 
with all its component elements, can only lead to internecine strife and tinal 
disruption. As there is no candidate absolutely entitled to claim the reversion of 
the Office, the time is most opportune for a stocktaking of the entire position. A 
consideration of various questions, ¢.y.: (1) Relations of the United Synagogue 
to other congregations in London and the Provinces: (2) is the Chief-Rabbinate 
as we have hitherto known it the best form of ecclesiastical government for 
Anglo Jewry 5 (5) which (if any) of the alternative schemes or suggestions are 
likely to solve our communal difficulties. | | 

The need of the moment ts Enquiry > Enquiry without fear and without favour 
in short, a sort of Roval Commission to investigate, to collect evidence, to consult 
those entitled to voice the views of the London and Provincial congregations, to 
sift matters, and, setting aside all preconceived notions, embody the results of their 
labours in a definite scheme, so that the members of the Anglo Jewish community 
with all the facts before them can assist In coming toa decision likely to be of 
lasting good. With this object in view I have given notice that at the tirst 
meeting of the Council of the United Svnagogue after the recess I will move, 
“That a Committee be appointed to consider the Whole question of ecclesiastical 
government and to report to the Council on same,” and I trust to receive the 
uuanimous support of the Council and the community for this Committee of

Wecannot further put off the ursent problems of ecclesiastical administration 
and religious organisation. ‘These problems are part and parcel, of course, of the 
problem of the Chief Rabbiuate, and it may well be that their solution may entail, 
as Mi. Lange suggests, the abolition of the office of Chief Rabbi. At any rate, it 
would be disastrous if any steps were taken to fill the present vacancy before a 
full investigation into the relicious needs of the community had been made by a

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The Art of Swimming. | 

Sir Harry Poland, K.C., contributes to the current issue of the Marine 
Magazine an article on “Swimming and Bathing,” in which he gives advice, 
from his own experience, to those who desire to become good swimmers, 
In view of the forthcoming Jewish Athletic Association swimming 
competitions and the consequent practice that is now being indulged 
in by competitors, the article comes very timely. The author, who 
is 2 swimmer of much note, and an ardent enthusiast, offers some very valuable 
hints on the question of swimming, and his remarks deserve careful attention. 
Sir Harry says that there can be no doubt that it is of the highest importance that 
all young persons should bathe with prudence, and swim with skill. There are 
some young persons who are clumsy at first, but he never knew anyone who could 
not, with a little patience, be taught the art of swimming. The art of swimming, 
he maintains, once learnt can never be forgotten. “What I want voung people to 
dois not to rest satisfied with being merely able toswim, but to becomeso expert that 
they may be able to save themselves in case of need, and to inspire confidence in, 
and to render assistauce to others.” Once again Sir Harry brings home to us the 
astonishing fact that a small piece of wood will keep a person afloat if he will only 
keep quiet and not flourish his arms about out of the water. 


Swimming Without Hands. a 

One great thing for a swimmer to accomplish is to swim without depending 
on the use of his hands, thus leaving them free for other purposes, and the author 
points his moral by recalling that Cesar, had he not been able to do this, could 
not have saved his Commentaries on the Gallic War, when he was obliged to swim 
from his ship in the Bay of Alexandria. Sir Harry Poland recommends the 
swimmer to learn to dress and undress in the water, and to practise swimming 
while wearing heavy clothes. ‘' I have jumped off the Admiralty Pier at Dover 
completely clothed, including a thick winter great coat,’’ he adds, *' and I found 
no difficulty in swimmuing.”’ 


And Fully Dressed. | | 

Another way to become an efficient swimmer is described thus:—If a boy is 
able to swim well enough to go out ina boat and dive into the sea or river he 
should have one of the sculls thrown into the water to play with, and he should 
support himself by resting one finger on it. Then he should throw it up in the 
air, taking care that it does not fall on his head. He will find that, with a little 
practice, he will soon be able to throw it clean over the boat without going under 
the water himself. He should also take out in the boat a lot of stones, and get 
the boatman to throw them to him one by one, so that he may catch them, and 
he should have an umbrella handed to him, and then practise putting it up and 
closing it, holding it well up out of the water, and so as not to get the slightest 
splash upon it. After gaining skillin these various ways the boy should then 
learn to swim with ease in his clothes, boots included. This ts not difficult to do 
if he will but learn by degrees. Pew ef peu, little by little, should be the order of 
the day. He ought not on the first day to go in fully dressed, but to begin with 
only socks, trousers, and under-waistcoat and then with shirt added, then coat, 
and lastly with boots.

Unfortunately for the community in geueral, 
and for us in particular, he was cut off in the midst of his work. Our position is 
now most critical, as we are still in debt to the extent of £370 for the new build- 
ing, and our creditors are most urgent in their demands for immediate payment. 

We therefore beg to appeal to the public, and we trust not in vain, for sup- 
port, for the sake of the 600 poor children attending here.

FIRES.—A fire broke out last Sunday morning at 201, Barking Road (the local of 
the Canning Town Synagogue), but thanks to the promptitude of the West Ham Fire 
Brigade the outbreak was quickly extinguished and little damage was suffered.—There 
was also a conflagration which broke out, after midnight on Tuesday, at the printing 
establishment of Messrs. 8. Kirstein and Co., 20, Commercial Road, and spread rapidly, 

until the ground floor and basement were burning fiercely. The inmates, consisting of 
Mr. 58. Kirstein, his wife and five daughters, a son and a servant, were rescued by means 
of ropes, by which they were lowered into the street. Save for a few slight burns, all 
escaped without injury, but the building and its contents were practically destroyed.

La Voce, of Florence, the organ of the young Italian Liberalism, *‘in view 
of the inexplicable (the too inexplicable) silence of the Italian Press on the 
report of the Commission of the. Ito on Cyrenaica,” announces its. inten- 
tion to issue a translation of Professor Gregory’s report under the head- 
ing, “Why we should not go to Tripoli.” © It prints in its number of 
August 17th a letter from Mr. Israel Zangwill to an Italian lady, explaining 
that the Ito report as to the difficulties of colonising Cyrenaica was purely 
objective and had not in view the peculiarly defective agricultural aptitudes 
of the Jews, since there are 100,000 Jewish agriculturists in South Russia. Even 
the glory of posing as a victorious negotiator who had obtained for his people the 
first territory they had possessed for 1,900 years,” added Mr. Zangwill, ‘‘could not 
induce me to recommend the Jews to attempt colonising Cyrenaica in the face of 
the dearth of water.” After enumerating the scientific qualifications of the Ito 
experts and contrasting them with the ignorance and inexperience of the Imperialist 
journalists who are trying to goad Italy into the conquest of Tripoli, Law Voce adds: 
‘Can we risk five hundred million lire and twenty thousand men, and perhaps the 
future of our country for fifty years, on so fragile a basis?”

Ages ago those recks formed part of the cliffs which 
have crumbled away; and the constant ‘mmersion iD the 
waves have solidified the fallen pieces till they have

I am always preaching about obedience to parentss 
am I not? Sometimes, I am sure, quite unnecessarily 
sometimes, | think, much to your dislike—but, when 
1 was thinking over this week's Sedrah, it struck me 
forcibly that, if we had been living in the days of our 
forefathers 10 Palestine, there would have been less 
“ preaching ” about it, and more “ practising.” 


Of course, in this example, the Bible deals with 
extreme cases only, but listen to what it says -— 

“Tf a man have & stubborn and rebellious son, which 
will not obey the voice of his father or the voice of his 
mother, and, though they chasten him, will not hearken 
unto them: then shall his father and his mother lay 
hold on him, and bring him out unto the elders of his 
city, and unto the gate of his place ; and they shall say 
unto the elders of his city: This our son is stubborn 
and rebellious, he will not obey our voice; he is ®& 
riotous liver, and a drunkard. And all the men of his 
city shall stone him with stones, that he die: So shalt 
thou put away the evil from the midst of thee; and all 
Israel shall hear and fear.” 

Rarely, indeed, must there have arisen occasion for 
so awful @ punishment. 

There is inborn in the Israelite, a love and honour 
for parents, only less great than the devotion of the 
parent to the child—the passion of the life of the true 
Jew.
